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Cardinal Jean Villot, Vatican secretary of state and camerlengo, 
was hastily summoned from Rome. According to the Pope's doctor, 
Paul VI had suffered a heart attack. At 9:40 pm on Sunday, August 6, 
1978, Giovanni Battista Montini, Pope Paul VI, passed quietly from 
this world. 

As the doctors confirmed the pontiff's death, Villot, following a 
centuries-old ritual, immediately called out "Giovanni" three 
times, then pronounced the formula "Vere Papa mortuus est" 
(Truly the Pope is dead). The medieval tradition of tapping the dead 
pontiff's head with a silver hammer as his name was called had been 
discarded years ago. Within minutes a heavy gold chain was drawn 
across the great iron gate of Castle Gondolfo, and the church bells of 
Rome began their slow, measured death toll, signaling the news to 
the world. 

The death of a pope sets into motion rituals and procedures over 
eight centuries old. As soon as the pontiff has drawn his last breath, 
the rules of the Vacantis Apostolicae Sedis are invoked. For the next 
few days (the period has been over two years in length at times), the 
cardinal camerlengo will be the highest ranking authority in the 
Church, for it is he who acts ad interim as trustee of the property and 
temporal rights of the Holy See. 

The Camerlengo 

The title camerlengo 
{camerarius in the Latin of the 
Curia) had its origin in the early 
days of the medieval Church. At 
one time in Tuscany, the custodian 
of the public treasury was called the 
cameilenghi while the Florentine 
reporter Giovanni Villani referred 
to the office as the camerlinghi of 
the savings in 1348. In the Middle 
Ages, an office at various princely 
courts was called the gran 
camerino (great treasurer) and the 
position of the municipal treasury 
officer was called the camera . 

The government of the Church, 
with deep roots in Roman civil 
authority while modeling itself 
after the medieval courts found 
throughout Italy, brought forth 
similar customs and offices. As a 
result, it appears that the 
patrimonial wealth of the Church 
was administered by the cameria 


domini papae from the time of 
Gregory I (590-604). 

The camera domini papae rose 
in power and importance as the 
Roman Empire disintegrated, 
permitting invasions of barbarians 
which changed the course of 
European history. During these 
hectic times, the papacy became 
the only stable government 
available to the villages, cities, 
abbeys and regions in central Italy. 
Thus it was that the popes began to 
acquire temporal sovereignty. In 
the eighth century, with the aid of 
the Franks under Pepin the Short 
and his son, Charlemagne, the first 
Charter of the States of the Church 
(Papal States) came into existence. 

With these tenitories, came all of 
the problems, responsibilities, civil 
offices, bureaucracies and powers 
of any early government. The name 
camerlengo came into common 
usage around the twelfth century. 
The first mention of it is found in 
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SEDE VACANTE

the bull '^Quoties Ilia Nobis'' of 
Benedict VII in 10 1 7. By the time of 
Urban II (1088-1099), the 
camerarius domini papae became 
the curial officer responsible for the 
administration of papal finances, 
while under Urban's successor. 
Paschal II (I099-III3), a new 
financial official called the 
camerarius curiae romanae made 
his appearance. Cencio Savelli, 
who held that office and later 
became Pope Onario III, prepared 
an inventory {Liber Censuum] of 
the assets of the Holy See in 1192. 
Thereafter, the camera domini 
papae became the camera 
apostolica, and the earner ario 
became the camerlengo (treasurer 
of the pope) with the title of 
cardinal camerlengo. Frequently, 
this cardinal is referred to as the 
cardinal chamberlain and the two 
terms camerlengo and 
chamberlain are synonymous. 

This writer will employ the term 
camerlengo to avoid confusion.

As the Papal States developed, 
the office of the camerlengo 
embraced not only the supervision 
of the immediate properties of the 
Holy See, but also the fiscal 
administration of these territories 
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Boniface VIII with the college of cardinals, 
from a 14th century Bolognese manuscript. 


of the Church. This authority 
included the civil and penal 
jurisdiction over the cleric earner ae 
from the time of Boniface VIII 
(1294-1303) until the end of the 
Papal States in 1870. Appointed by 
the pope, much of the power of the 
cardinals resided in this particular 
position from the fifteenth century 
onward. 

During the sixteenth century the 
office was purchasable from the 
Papal Government. Cardinal 
Vitelli was reported to have paid 
70,000 scudi for it under Pius IV, 
and Cardinal Comaro is said to 
have paid a similar sum under Pius 
V. Finally in the sixteenth century, 
the bull ''Romanum Decet 
Pontificem" of Innocent XII (1692) 
ended an era of corruption in this 
office. 

As the temporal powers of the 
papacy ended with the unification 
of Italy in 1870, the apostolic 
camera lost all its judiciary. 


administrative and financial 
responsibilities, only to regain 
certain powers again upon the 
death of the pope. Among the 
duties of the cardinal camerlengo 
during the interregnum (period 
from the death of one pope until the 
election of his successor) is to hand 
over, intact, the properties and 
rights of the Church to the next 
pope. During this period of 
vacancy, the camerlengo must 
verify the death of the pope, take 
possession of the apostolic palaces, 
prepare an inventory, and arrange 
for the conclave that will select the 
next occupant of the papal throne. 
According to an official description 
of the 1846 ceremonies preceding 
and following the conclave, the 
camerlengo's chief duty was to 

guard against possible intervention 
of their own interests by the 
Secretary of State and the pope's 
relatives. The Secretary of State and 
the pope's nephews must leave the

palace, whether at the Vatican or 
Monte Cavallo (the Quirinal), the 
pope's usual residences; the afore 
said Cardinal Camerlengo takes 
possession of them in the name of 
the Apostolic Chamber, and one of 
the clerks allotted for this task 
assists at the inventory of everything 
found there. 

With these duties went the right 
to issue money and medals during 
the interregnum, a custom dating 
back to the coins of 1521. Referred 
to as sede vacante (vacant see) 
money, the minting of this coinage 
is regulated by the rules of 
pontifical succession. 

Papal Elections 

Prior to the eleventh century, 
papal elections were held by the 
people of Rome with considerable 
influence from civil authorities, 
political parties, and powerful 
aristocratic Roman families. In 
1059, Nicholas II established that 
future elections were to be reserved 
exclusively for the College of 
Cardinal Bishops, and Alexander III 
in 1179 reserved the selection of a 
pope to all cardinals while 


stipulating a majority of two- thirds 
be required for election. 

The first occasion for the 
cardinals to be "locked in 
conclave" took place with the 
seventeen cardinals gathered at 
Viterbo following the death of

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clement IV in 1268. Over two years 
had elapsed without a new pope and 
the angry citizens, seeking a 
decision in the matter, prevailed 
upon the civil authorities to 
confine the indecisive prelates 
until a successor had been chosen. 
Still no consensus was reached. 
Thereupon, the exasperated 
townspeople removed the roof of 
the palace to, as they said, ''afford 
an easier access to the Holy Spirit." 
At the same time they permitted 
the cardinals only a small ration of 
bread and water for nourishment. 
Finally, after two years, nine 
months and two days, Gregory X 
was elected in 1271. Three years 
later at the Second Council of 
Lyons in 1274, this pope, 
remembering the events leading to 
his selection, promulgated a 
number of rules for future 
conclaves. Although frequently 
ignored or modified, Gregory's 
rules still serve as the basis for 
papal elections. In recent times, 
Pius XII in his Apostolic 
Constitution of 1945, "Vacantis 
Apostolica Sedis," established firm 
guidelines. In 1970 Paul VI denied 
any cardinal reaching his 80th 
birthday access to the conclave, and 
finally, a revision in 1975 swore 
each participant to the utmost 
secrecy. 

Papal Mints 

Utilizing gold, silver, copper and 
a type of billon called mistura, no 
less than ten mints struck sede 
vacante coins, from the thirteenth 
century issues of Viterbo through 
the 1978 emissions of the Italian 
State Mint in Rome. By far, the 
most important and prolific 
producer of this money was the 
mint at Rome, which continues, as 
the home of Italian coinage, to 
strike coins for the popes. 

Although the first vacancy coins 


from the mint at Bologna were 
released in 1591, not another one 
was struck until 1667. From 1691 
until 1830, however, there was a 
steady stream of sede vacante 
money from this ancient facility 
that first produced coins in 1191 
and struck the first papal specie for 
Urban V (1362-70). Coins of the 
interregnum were also struck at the 
following papal mints: Ancona, 
Avignon (France), Bologna, Fano, 
Ferrara, Macerata, Parma, 

Piacenze, Rome, Viterbo. 

Heraldry of the Coins 

The early coins, showing no 
allegiance to the cardinal 
camerlengo, featured St. Peter, 
papal symbols or the pope. The 
fourteenth or fifteenth century 
coins from the fortress at Avignon 
and the mint at Rome employed the 
inscription SEDE VACANTE for 
the first time on papal coinage. In 
1 52 1 , the first coins appeared under 
the authority of the cardinal 
camerlengo, introducing the long 
procession of these issues bearing 
both the inscription SEDE 
VACANTE and the symbolic 
ombrellino or pavilion, a custom 
still observed. The very rare 
exceptions were the 1523 issues 
from the cities of Parma and 
Piacenze. Another heraldic device 
employed on the obverses of all the 
issues from the mint at Rome, as 
well as the sixteenth century coins 
from Ancona, Fano and Macerata, 
was the arms of the various 
camerlengi. 

The use of the pavilion or 
ombrellino plus the keys was first 
seen on the coins of Julius II 
( 1 503-13) and Leo X ( 1 5 13-2 1 ) prior 
to those of any cardinal 
camerlengo. The pavilion or 
ombrellino, a curiously shaped 
umbrella, was also referred to as the 
padiglione and represents the 
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temporal power of the Church. It 
was first seen on some twelfth 
century frescoes in Rome and was 
utilized by Alexander VI 
(1492-1503) to reinforce his 
attempt to transfer the lordships of 
the popes over the feudal territories 
in central Italy into a definite Papal 
State. It is, however, with the sede 
vacante issues that the pavilion is 
best known. The symbolism seems 
to suggest the cardinal camerlengo 
is in charge of the Church and all 
her possessions during the 
interregnum. His issues also 
contain the keys because the papal 
jurisdiction is not extinguished 
when the pope dies but is vested in 
the Church until the end of the 
world. The new pope acquires the 
symbols immediately upon his 
election and their use must be 
discontinued forthwith by the 
camerlengo. 

The symbolic use of keys in 
matters of the papacy did not occur 
until the thirteenth century. At 
first, the keys were only identified 
with St. Peter. Later in that 
century, crossed keys appeared on 
the arms of various popes, often in 
two colors, gold and silver. In the 
fifteenth century, the crossed keys 
were removed from the shield and 
appeared above the different arms 
of the popes, soon to be joined by 
the papal tiara. Thus, two of the 
three symbols of papal power, the 
crossed keys and the triple-crown 
tiara, were well known on the papal 
coinage prior to the issues of the 
camerlengi. 

A considerable amount of 
symbolism is involved in the use of 
the keys. Jesus said to St. Peter, 
according to St. Matthew (16:19), 
''And I will give unto thee the keys 
of the Kingdom of Heaven; and 
whatsoever thou shalt bind on 
earth shall be bound in heaven." 
Since the keys were given to Peter

alone, and because they represent 
the metaphorical expression of the 
absolute authority of Christ which 
is passed on to Peter, and then to 
Peter's successors, they become the 
symbol of the absolute authority of 
the popes over the Universal 
Church. The gold key denotes the 
power which extends to Heaven 
itself, while the silver key 
symbolizes the power over all the 
fai^thful on earth. The two keys are 
joined together by a red cord to 
signify the union of the two powers. 
In his first encyclical letter, 
"Ecclesiam Suam" in 1964, Pope 
Paul VI spoke of the same keys as he 
wrote. 

We bear the responsibility of 
ruling the Church of Christ 
because We hold the office of 
Bishop of Rome and consequently 
the office of successor to the 
Blessed Apostle, Peter, the bearer 
of the master keys to the Kingdom 
of God, the Vicar of the same 
Christ who made of him the 
Supreme Shepherd of His 
world-wide flock. 

In the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, the arms of 
the cardinal legate to Ferrara and 
Bologna along with the arms of 
these cities adorn the sede vacante 
coins, while those of the 
camerlengi are absent. The dates 
were in Arabic numerals until 
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1605, then Roman numerals were 
introduced. These continued to be 
seen, along with their 
corresponding Arabic numbers, 
throu^out the rest of the series. 
The sede vacante issues of 1939, 
1958, 1963 and 1978 employ 
Roman numerals. 

An effigy representing St. Peter 
may be seen most frequently on the 
reverses of the coins from 1521 
until 1655. On that date a dove, 
symbolic of the Holy Spirit, makes 
its first appearance. The dove 
continues on the coins through 
1978 with the exception of those 
from Bologna. St. Peter was often 
joined by St. Paul, though some of 
the mints outside of Rome utilized 
their protector saints on the 
reverses. Chief among these are St. 
Hilary of Parma, St. Julian of 
Macerata and St. Petronius of 
Bologna. The first appearance of a 
figure representing Jesus Christ on 
sede vacante money was in 1555 
and all the coins from Rome in 1623 
carry this figure. 

The Latin inscriptions on these 
coins provide the numismatist 
with the keys to understanding 
many of these issues. At first, only 
SEDE VACANTE and the name of 
the saint or town appear. The first 
inscription taken from the 
Scriptures may be found on the 
reverse of a 1 555 giulio from Rome. 
The figure of Christ is accompanied 
by BEATl QVl CVSTODIVNT 
VI AS ME AS (blessed are they who 
guard My way). Psalm 17:22. Was 
this a reference to the cardinals, 
whose votes would determine the 
selection of the next pope? As the 
years passed, various inscriptions 
were to be employed. Many are 
beautiful and others are historically 
significant, especially if the 
numismatist becomes familiar 
with the history of the papacy.

The First Sede Vacante Coins 

Replacing regular papal issues, 
the early sede vacante coins 
utilized denominations and 
heraldic devices similar to those 
found on the money then in 
circulation. 

The first emissions attributed to 
the cardinal camerlengo date from 
1521. There were, however, sede 
vacante issues almost three 
hundred years earlier. During the 
long vacancy at Viterbo from 1268 
to 1271, some paperini gross! and 
paparini denari were struck. On the 
obverse, the small silver papal 
gross! bear an effigy representing St. 
Peter with a full head of hair and 
beard, similar to the leaden papal 
bullae of that period. The saint's 
name, SANCTVS PETRVS, also

appears. A second variety contains 
the familiar medieval type of cross 
common to Caroligian coins with 
the inscription PATRIMONIV 
referring to the Patrimony of Peter 
(Papal Territories). Each grosso had 
a value of twelve paparini denari. 

The denari, struck in mistura, is 
somewhat smaller than the grossi 
but of similar design and bears the 
cross on the obverse. The reverses 
of both denominations show 
perpendicular pairs of keys. The 
first variety with the image of St. 
Peter again repeats his name on the 
reverse while those with the cross 
are inscribed BEAT! PETRI (Blessed 
Peter). 


The early sede vacante coins 
from the Papal city of Avignon are 
still somewhat of a mystery to 
numismatists. Although coins 
were first issued for the French 
Pope Clement V (1305-14) from this 
historic mint, the move of the Papal 
Court from Rome to this French 
city had a far greater impact on 
future events. Gregory XI returned 
from Avignon to Rome where he 
died in 1378. A tumultuous 
conclave to elect the next pope now 
gathered with the angry Roman 
citizens demanding a Roman 
pontiff and the permanent 
residence of the Papal Court 
returned to Rome. The terrified

cardinals, listening to the angry 
mobs, first selected a Roman Pope 
(Urban VI), then reconsidered and 
elected a French cardinal (Clement 
VII), creating two simultaneous 
popes. Thus began the Great 
Schism, forty disastrous years of 
rival popes, cardinals and all that 
went with it — years of moral chaos 
as the Church was split asunder. 
All popes (and anti-popes) issued 
coins. 

Although some writers have 
attributed these sede vacante coins 
from Avignon to various vacancies, 
it cannot be said that we know for 
sure the exact year. Many writers 
lump them together in the long 
interregnum from 1415 to 1417, 
since the other periods were of such 
short durations. The first coins of 
this period may have been issued in 
1370 or 1378 and consisted of silver 
grossi. The obverse shows the papal

miter and is inscribed SEDE 
VACANTE. The reverse contains a 
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large cross dividing the field into 
four sections, with each section 
containing either a papal miter or 
the crossed keys. The reverse 
inscription is SANCTVS PETRVS. 
There is also a carlin reported that 
shows a seated, mitered pope with 
two lions and the inscription SEDE 
VAC ANTE, while the reverse 
carries the crossed keys and the 
names SANCTVS PETRVS et 
PAVE VS (Sts. Peter and Paul). A 
gold coin was issued, perhaps in 
1394 following the death of the 
anti-pope Clement VII, called a 
fiorino and listed as a zecchino by 
Friedberg. The obverse bears a 
magnificent triple crown papal 
tiara with the usual legend of 
SEDE VACANTE, while the 
reverse shows the crossed keys and 
the familiar names of St. Peter and 
St. Paul. 

The triple crown tiara, the ensign 
of papal sovereign power, 
developed in eleventh century 
from the camelaucum, a white, 
pointed cap of the eastern origin. 
Originally containing only one 
crown (at the time of Boniface VIII, 
1294-1303), two other crowns were 
eventually added. The emblem first 
appeared on the papal coins of 
Innocent VI (1352-62) and by the 
fifteenth century, the tiara along 
with the crossed keys constituted 
the arms of the popes and their 
possessions. The three crowns have 
numerous interpretations, one of 
which is symbolic of the Trinity, 
and they also allude to the three 
estates of the Kingdom of God. 

In Rome, a grosso appears to have 
been minted during the long 
vacancy of 1415-1417 of similar 
design to the coins just described 
from Avignon. The obverse bears a 
seated pontiff with the name of St. 
Peter or sede vacante while the 
reverse features the crossed keys. 


Coins of the Camerlengi 
Cardinal Camerlengo 
Francesco Armellini 
Francesco Armellini did not 
come from a well-to-do family as 
many of the Renaissance princes 
had. His father was a poor merchant 
from Perugia. Inheriting his father's 
business skills, Francesco 
exhibited such shrewdness and 
financial talent as an advisor that 
he soon became indispensable to 
the pope. Rising in the hierarchy of 
the Church as he accumulated 
power, Armellini somehow 
managed to pay 60 or 70 thousand 
ducats for the office of camerlengo 
and was presented the cardinal's 
hat in 1517. He died in 1527 as the 
events leading to the sack of Rome 
all but destroyed that city. 

The first emissions on behalf of 
Cardinal Armellini as camerlengo 
included an aptly named pld 
ducato di camera and a silver 
giulio, both minted at Rome. These 
issues of 1521 are the first sede 
‘vacante coins minted under the 
direct authority of the cardinal 
camerlengo. 

ROME MINT, 1521 
Ducato di Camera — This gold 
coin features the pavilion with the 
crossed keys seen for the first time 
on these vacancy coins. Below, in a 
very minor part of the field, 

may be found the 
arms of Cardinal 
Armellini. These 
arms accompanied by 
a cross and cardinal's 
hat often display a most eloquent 
design of cords and tassels. It 
appears, in fact, that it was in the 
interweaving of this cord with very 
ornate tassels that the artist 
exhibited his or her creative 
talents. In adding his own arms to 
the papal symbols, the cardinal was 
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merely following the usage of the 
mint at Avignon where the cardinal 
legate, Georges d' Amboise, had 
struck coins during the reign of 
Julius II with a shield of the pope 
surmounted by the papal tiara and a 
microscopic arms of Cardinal 
Amboise placed by the side of the 
papal arms. 

Along with the pavilion, keys 
and arms, the obverse of this 1521 
ducato also bears the inscription 
SEDE VACANTE. The reverse 
shows St. Peter, navigating a small 
boat with the saint's name, 
SANTVS PETR VS, and ALMA 
ROMA (gracious Rome). The boat 
is frequently found on papal coins 
representing the Church with the 
first pope, St. Peter, as navigator. 

Giulio — The silver giulio of 
1521, a denomination introduced 
by Julius II ( 1 503T3) as he reformed 
the papal monetary system, has an 
obverse similar to the ducato. The 
reverse bears a standing figure of St. 
Peter on the left holding the keys 
and a book, while St. Paul is to the 
right holding a sword. Their names 
appear along with ROMA at 
the bottom of the coin. 

In a little less than two years the 
new pope, Adrian VI (1522-23), was 
dead and the camerlengo, again 
Cardinal Armelllini, issued coins 
from no less than four mints. 

ANCONA MINT, 1523 

Mezzo Giulio — This small, 
silver Vi giulio contains the keys 
and pavilion with SEDE 
VACANTE on the obverse. 

The reverse carries 
the arms of Cardinal 
Benedetto degli 
Accolti, the cardinal 
legate to Ancona, 
along with a cardinal's hat and a 
half figure of St. Cyria giving his 
blessing. The inscription is S. 
CYRIA -ANCON. The custom of

including one's personal arms on 
papal coins started with those of 
anti-pope John XXIII (14 1 0-15) and 
Pope Martin V (1417-31). It became 
traditional for the various cardinal 
legates to include their personal 
shields on the coins from their 
cities and, in most cases, to exclude 
those of the camerlengo. 

PARMA MINT, 1523 

Giulio — Utilizing a very 
interesting design, the obverse of 
the silver giulio from Parma has a 
small blank shield surmounted by 
the crossed keys and a papal tiara. 
The legend reads S(ancta) 
ROMANA ECCLESIA (Holy 
Roman Church). The reverse shows 
the standing figure of St. John the 
Baptist on the left with a mitered 
St. Hilary on the right, both patron 
saints of Parma. PARMA appears at 
the bottom. 

Mezzo Giulio — The obverse of 
this coin has the symbolic figure of 
St. Hilary giving his blessing. The 
reverse bears a seated figure of a 
queen representing Victory. (There 
had been a recent war.) The 
inscription ROMANOR 
COLONIA refers to Parma's 
colonial relationship with Rome. 

PIACENZE MINT, 1523 

Mezzo Giulio — This silver coin 
conveys the crossed keys 
surmounted by a pavilion and the 
legend FIRMVM PLAC 
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PRAESIDIVM (strength and 
protector - Piacenze). The reverse 
carries the wild wolf associated 
with this town, the name of the 
town plus ROMANOR COLONIA 
as was seen on the coins from 
Parma. 

Quattrino — The obverse of this 
tiny billon coin is similar to the 
mezzo giulio just described. The 
legend is CVSTODIA (custodian). 
The reverse shows the wolf along 
with the name of the town. 

ROME MINT, 1523 
Giulio — Similar to the giulio of 
1521, the obverse contains the arms 
of Cardinal Armellini, keys, 
pavilion and SEDE VACANTE. 
The reverse bears the figures of St. 
Peter and St. Paul. 

Cardinal Camerlengo 
Guido Ascanio Sforza 
Descending from the famous 
Sforza family of Milan, Guido 
Sforza was born in 1518, the 
grandson of Pope Paul 11. He was 
made a cardinal at the age of 16, a 
practice common in those days of 
nepotism. The son of Constanza 
Farnese, this ambitious young 
cardinal was appointed to the 
important office of camerlengo in 
1537 at the age of 19. Sforza was 
camerlengo for four successive 
vacancies and died in Rome in 
1564. 

Following the death of Pope Paul 
III in 1 549, money was struck at the 
Ancona Mint under the authority 
of Cardinal Sforza. 

ANCONA MINT, 1549 
Testone — Larger than the giulio, 
the silver testone also made its 
appearance under Julius II 
(1503-13). The obverse of this 
sede vacante 
denomination shows 
the small arms of 
Cardinal Sforza 
accompanied by the 


crossed keys and pavilion. All of the 
coins issued by Cardinal Sforza 
carry the legend SEDE VACANTE; 
the term will not be repeated with 
each coin's description. The reverse 
of the testone bears a seated figure 
of St. Peter with S PETRVS 
APOSTOLVS - ANCO (St. Peter - 
Apostle - Ancona). 

Giulio — The obverse of this 
denomination is similar to the 
testone but with much smaller 
arms of the camerlengo. There are 
three varieties of the reverse. One 
shows the now familiar apostle, St. 
Peter; a second has the figure of St. 
Paul and his name, S PAVLVS; and 
a third bears the arms of Cardinal 
Ranuccio Farnese of Ancona along 
with a figure of St. Paul holding his 
symbolic sword. 

Quattrino —Since, a new pope 
had not yet been selected, a 
diminutive billon quattrino 
appeared dated 1550, using the 
same obverse design as the silver 
coins just described. A bust of St. 
Peter may be seen on the reverse 
with the traditional S PETRVS - 
ANCO. 

Following the death of Julius III 
in 1555, Cardinal Sforza again 
issued coins, this time from the 
mint at Rome. 

ROME MINT, 1555 

Giulio — There are three distinct 
varieties of this denomination, 
each having a similar obverse. The 
arms of Sforza, keys and pavilion, 
along with the legend and ALMA 
ROMA (gracious Rome) complete 
the obverses. The first reverse 
variety has a bust representing 
Jesus Christ and the inscription 
BEATI QVI CVSTODIVNT VIAS 
MEAS (blessed are they who guard 
My ways), Psalm 17.22. This is the 
first biblical verse employed on 
sede vacante coins. A second 
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variety has the customary reverse 
of St. Peter on the left and St. Paul 
on the right along with their names. 
The third variety shows only the 
figure of St. Peter, not unlike the 
issues of 1549. 

Marcellus II became ill even as he 
was elected pope and reigned for 
just 21 days. For the second time in 
the year 1555, sede vacante issues 
were minted. Gold and silver coins 
were struck at Rome under the 
authority of the camerlengo. 
Cardinal Sforza. 

ROME MINT, 1555 

Scudo — A gold scudo, bearing 
the usual devices on the obverse 
including the cardinal's arms, 
pavilion, etc., along with the date 
1 555, was struck at Rome. The gold 
scudo first appeared during the 
reign of Clement VII (1523-34) and 
continued in use for three 
centuries. The reverse shows a 
seated figure in the clouds holding 
the keys and identified as St. Peter. 

Giulio — The giulio was similar 
to the gold coin just described. 
There are numerous minor 
differences with the CNI listing 28 
varieties. 

For the fourth consecutive 
vacancy. Cardinal Sforza again 
released coins from the mint at 
Rome following the death of Pope 
Paul IV in 1559. 


ROME MINT, 1559 

Scudo — The gold scudo of 1559 
is identical to the one issued by 
Sforza in 1 555 with the exception of 
the change of date. 

Testone — The silver testone 
carries the familiar arms, etc. found 
on sede vacante coins. The reverse 
again shows St. Peter, seated on a 
throne and giving a blessing. There 
are 24 varieties for this 
denomination listed in the CNI. 

Giulio — The obverse again has 
the arms of Sforza, keys, pavilion, 
etc. with the usual legends and the 
date 1559. The reverse varieties 
feature either the figure of St. Peter 
or St. Paul. 


Cardinal Camerlengo 
Vitellozzo Vitelli 
Born in 1532, Cardinal Vitelli 
descended from a humble family of 
the city of Castello, later called 
Perugia, and was elevated as a 
cardinal in 1557. He had two 
distinct arms, one of blue and gold 
and another of rose and gold. 
Following the death of Pius IV on 
December 9, 1565, Vitelli issued 
coins from the mints at Ancona, 
Macerata and Rome under his 
authority as camerlengo. Vitelli 
died in 1568, just 36 years of age. 
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ANCONA MINT, 1565 
Testone — Seen along with the 
arms of Cardinal 
Vitelli are the crossed 
keys, pavilion, etc. on 
the obverse. The 
reverse bears the first 
pope, St. Peter, and is similar to the 
coins of 1559. 

MACERATA MINT, 1565 
Testone — This coin is similar to 
the one just described from Ancona 
with MACER referring to Macerata 
on the reverse. •; 

ROME MINT, 1565 ,, 

Giulio — Similar to the giulio of 
1559, the arms of Vitelli have 
replaced those of Sforza on the 
obverse. The standing figure of St. 
Peter appears on the reverse. 

Cardinal Camerlengo 
Luigi Comaro 

Luigi Comaro was bom in 1516. 
Coming from an aristocratic 
Venetian family and the nephew of 
the Queen of Cyrpus, Luigi was 
able to purchase his appointments. 
The money, said to have been 
70,000 scudi, paid for the post of 
camerlengo and helped defray the 
cost of the war against the Turks 
then engaged in by the papacy. 
Following the death of Pius V in 
1572, Comaro issued several small 
billon coins from the mint at Rome. 
He died in 1584. 

ROME MINT, 1572 
Quattrino — The minute 

quattrino shows 
Cardinal Comaro's 
coat of arms, crossed 
keys, pavilion, etc. 
plus the date 1572. It 
is interesting to note the growth of 
the cardinal's arms. At first, they 
seemed disproportionally small, 
being modestly placed beneath the 
large keys and pavilion. Gradually, 
they increased in size and caused 
the reduction of the papal symbols 




until the arms took over the greater 
part of the field. This caused the 
keys and the pavilion to appear 
more as an adjunct to the 
camerlengo's arms. There are two 
major reverse varieties of the 1572 
quattrino. The first shows a half 
figure of St. Peter holding the keys 
erect, while the second variety 
carries the bust of Peter looking at 
the viewer. 


Cardinal Camerlengo 
Filippo Guastavillano 
Cardinal Guastavillano was 
camerlengo following the death of 
Gregory XIII in 1585. Bom in 1540, 
he was appointed a cardinal on July 
5, 1574, by his uncle Pope Gregory 
XIII and died in 1587. It became 
common practice for a newly 
elected pope to name his nephew to 
this powerful post of camerlengo in 
order to control the treasury of the 
Papal States. These nephews, in 
turn, exercised an influence that 
went far beyond that of the other 
cardinals, frequently leading to 
bitter stmggles upon the death of a 
pope. Coins for the interregnum of 
1585 were issued from four mints. 



ANCONA MINT, 1585 
Testone — The silver testone 

contains the arms of 
Cardinal 
Guastavillano 
beautifully presented 
in a frame with the 
crossed keys, pavilion, etc. The 
reverse shows the familiar figure of 
St. Peter, the apostle, seated and 
giving his blessing. 

Quattrino — This small billon 
coin shows the keys, pavilion, etc. 
but without the cardinal's arms. 
SEDE is on one line below the keys 
and V is on the bottom line. The 
reverse has a bust of St. Peter with 
his name and the name of Ancona, a 
common design for this 
denomination.

FANO MINT, 1585 

Quattrino — This is the first sede 
vacante issue from this mint. The 
obverse of this issue from Fano is 
the same as that from Ancona just 
described. The reverse is similar 
too, but FANO has been 
substituted to denote its origin. 
MACERATA MINT, 1585 

Quattrino — The obverse of this 
issue carries the keys, pavilion, etc. 
There are two varieties of the 
reverse. The first bears the image of 
St. Julian, one of the protectors of 
Macerata, as a warrior holding a 
banner with Macerata's arms. The 
inscription is S. IVLIANVS - 
MACERA. The second variety 
shows St. Peter. 

ROME MINT, 1585 

Giulio — The obverse is similar 
to those from Rome including the 
arms of Guastavillano and the date 
1585. St. Peter on the left and St. 
Paul on the right again provide the 
design for the reverse. There are, 
however, two different legends on 
the reverses. One is common, S 
PETR VS - S PAVE VS - ROMA, 
while the second is PASTOR OV (i) 
VAS ELECT (vessel of the election 
of pastors). This obvious reference 
to the conclave is from the Acts of 
the Apostles, 9:15, and reads, ''And 
the Lord said to him: Go thy way; 
for this man (Paul) is to me a vessel 
of election." 

Cardinal Camerlengo 
Enrico Caetani 

Cardinal Caetani, like so many of 
the cardinals, came from a famous 
family with roots in medieval Italy. 
Originally, the family name was 
Gaetani, denoting the origin from 
the Dukes of Gaeta. In 1586, Sixtus 
V conferred the title of Dukes of 
Sermoneta as this branch of the 
family had settled near Rome. 
Enrico Caetani, after being named a 
cardinal, became papal legate to

France (1589-90) and supported the 
Catholic League then embroiled in 
the bitter fight with the French 
Huguenots. He died in 1599, but 
the family can be traced to the 
twentieth century. One of the 
descendents, Gelasio Caetani, was 
Italian ambassador at Washington 
from 1922-25. 

No sede vacante coins were 
issued upon the death of Sixtus V in 
1590, perhaps due to the very short 
conclave of only thirteen days. 
However, following the untimely 
death of the new pope Urban VII, 
who lived only twelve days after his 
election and was never crowned, 
the camerlengo issued money from 
Fano, Macerata, Montalto and 
Rome. 

At about this time, a princely 
forger, Rondolfo Gonzaga of 
Casteglione, flooded the provinces 
of Italy with small counterfeit 
coins. Since the lower class 
couldn't read, they only identified 
these small coins then commonly 
in circulation during this period by 
the designs on the pieces and not 
the inscriptions. Among the coins 
imitated by Rondolfo were sede 
vacante issues of 1590. The 
obverses of these forgeries carry the 
inscription SEDNS VACAT VAN 
M.C. in place of the normal legend 
from Fano. The usual arms appear 
along with reverses copied from a 
coin of Fano and showing a bust of 
the Virgin Mary on a crescent 
moon. 
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FANO MINT, 1590 

Testone e) Giulio — The obverses 
of the testone and 
giulio are identical 
and include the arms 
of Caetani, keys, etc. 
along with the date 
1590. The reverse of the testone 
conveys the figure of St. Peter and a 
most interesting inscription, 
FANVM FORTVNAE. This 
inscription is of historical interest 
as FANVM FORTVNAE was the 
ancient name of the Roman city 
now called Fano. This name is said 
to have come from 'Temple of 
Fortune," for this was the site of 
Julius Caesar's Temple of Fortune. 
The reverse of the giulio, with an 
obverse like the testone, shows a 
standing figure of the Virgin Mary. 

Baiocco — There are two distinct 
varieties of the Baiocco from Fano. 
The first has the usual devices 
including Caetani's arms while the 
second variety is without the arms. 
This type has the full name 
FANVM of the town on the 
obverse. The reverse is similar for 
both varieties, with the figure of the 
Virgin Mary and an interesting 
legend, ITER PARA TVTVM 
(prepare the way), Isa. 40:3. 

Quatthno — The small 
quattrino, without the cardinal's 
arms, has the keys, pavilion, etc. 
The reverse is consumed by the 
name of the town on three lines. 
The upper line is FA, the middle 
line continues NVM, and a single F 
is on the bottom line. 

MACERATA MINT, 1590 

Testone — The obverse features 
Caetani's arms, etc. and the date 
1 590. The reverse bears the figure of 
Christ sowing seed with a kneeling 
figure of Mary Magdalen and the 
inscription NOLI ME TAN GERE 
(touch me not). This quote may be 
found in several places in the New 
Testament such as, "Touch not My 


anointed one," Psalm 104:15; or 
"Jesus said to her: Do not touch me, 
for I am not yet ascended to my 
Father," John 20:17. 

Baiocco — The copper baiocco is 
similar to the testone on the 
obverse. The reverse shows the 
patron saint of Macerata, St. Julian, 
as a soldier mounted on a horse. 

Quattrino — This diminutive 
coin has a small arms and keys, etc. 
on the obverse. The reverse, like 
the quattrini from this mint of 
1585, shows the saint in battle 
dress and the legend S 
IVLIANV— MACERA. 

MONT ALTO MINT, 1590 

Quattrino — This tiny billon coin 
is the only sede vacante coin from 
the city of Montalto. The obverse 
has no arms, just the keys, pavilion, 
etc., while the reverse employs 
three lines to name the place of 
origin: MON, TAL, and TO. 

No coins for the dead Urban VII 
had been issued at Rome since he 
was pope for only thirteen days and 
was never crowned. This seemed to 
be compensated for with a large 
number of sede vacante issues from 
the Rome mint following his 
passing. 

ROME MINT, 1590 

4 Scudi — A very rare 4 scudi gold 
coin was issued from Rome, the 
first sede vacante coin of this 
denomination. Like other vacancy 
coins, the obverse bears the arms of 
Cardinal Caetani, keys, pavilion, 
etc. The reverse shows a beautiful 
scene of St. Peter in a doorway, 
symbolic of the gates of Heaven, 
being escorted by an angel. The 
inscription is fittingly MISIT 
DOMINI ANG SVVM (the Lord has 
sent His angel). The rest of the verse 
continues "and hath delivered me 
out of the hand of Herod," Acts 
12 : 11 . 

Scudo — The gold scudo is 
similar to the 4 scudi coin just 
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4 Scudi (reverse), 1590 


described. There are two varieties 
of the reverse, the first with an 
allegorical figure holding a cross on 
a standard in one hand and a globe 
in the other hand. The legend reads 
FAC MECV SIGN BONV (show Me 
a sign). The second reverse contains 
a bust of Christ looking to the left 
with the inscription ET ADHVC 
SVM TECVM (and still I am with 
you). 

Testone et) Giulio — The obverse 
of the silver testone and giulio is 
similar to the gold coins with the 
arms of Caetani, pavilion, etc. 
There are two reverse varieties of 
the testone. The first has St. Peter 
with an angel, similar to the gold 4 
scudi coin described above, while 
the second shows a seated St. Peter 
and a legend that reads SPIRITVS 
S(ancti) MVNVS (the gift of the 
Holy Spirit). This legend is 
significant for it renders the first 
reference to the Holy Spirit, a 
theme that will eventually 
dominate all sede vacante issues. 
The reverse of the giulio bears the 
standing figure of St. Paul with his 
traditional sword. The inscription 
is FIDEM SERVAVI (I have 
preserved the faith). 

Following the short pontificate of 
Gregory XFV of little more than ten 
months. Cardinal Caetani again 
issued sede vacante money in 1 59 1 . 
For the first time, the ancient mint 
at Bologna was employed to strike 
coins for the interregnum. 



BOLOGNA MINT, 1591 

Quatthno — The diminutive 
billon quattrino issued from 
Bologna shows only the crossed 
keys and pavilion on the obverse. 
The reverse has the word, 
BONONIA referring to Bologna. 

ROME MINT, 1591 

4 Scudi &) Testone — Both the 
gold 4 scudi and silver testone coins 
have a similar obverse and reverse. 
The obverses carry the usual arms 
of the camerlengo, keys, pavilion, 
etc. and the date 1591. The reverses 
bear a genuflecting King David 
with a harp and an open book upon 
an altar. The legend is ET STATVI 
CVSTODIRE (and I have placed 
[him] for a guard). The verse 
continues '"Go and set a 
watchman," Isa. 21:6. The coins 
also denote the place of minting, 
ROMA. 

Cardinal Camerlengo 

Pietro Albobrandini 

Pietro Aldobrandini, a nephew of 
Clement Vin, was bom in 1571 and 
made a cardinal in 1593 at the age of 
18. The family was prominent in 
papal affairs throughout the 
sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries. Aldobrandini carried out 
the very difficult and important 
diplomatic mission that resulted in 
the reconciliation between Enrico 
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IV of France and Charles Emanuele, 
Duke of Savoy. Becoming the 
cardinal camerlengo in 1604, 
Aldobrandini issued coins during 
the period of sede vacante following 
the deaths of Clement VIII (1605), 
Leo XI (1605), Paul V (1621), and 
Gregory XV ( 1 623 ). The last date is 
most interesting since 
Aldobrandini died in 1621, two 
years prior to the sede vacante 
issues of 1623 which bore his arms. 

There were in fact two sede 
vacante issued in 1605. Following 
the death of the pious Clement VIII, 
Alessandro de' Medici, partly 
through the efforts of Cardinal 
Aldobrandini, was elected pope. He 
was sick at the time of his election 
on April 1st and died on April 27th, 
just 10 days after his coronation. 

The coins attributed 
to the first vacancy 
following the death of 
Clement VIII may be 
identified by the 
minute shield utilized as the arms 
of the mint at Rome. The sede 
vacante issues of the second period 
following the death of Leo XI may 
be identified by the mark G‘R 
believed to identify Giorgio 
Rancetti, an engraver from 
Rancetti who cut dies for these 
issues. 

ROME MINT, 1605 (First Issue) 

4 Scudi Scudo — The obverse 

and reverse of the gold 
4 scudi and scudo are 
identical with the 
arms of the Cardinal 
Aldobrandini, keys, 
etc., and for the first time, the 
Roman date MDCV is used on the 
obverses. A seated figure 
representing the Church holding a 
cross and the papal triple-crown 
tiara appears on the reverses. The 
inscription is IN PETRA 
EXALT ASTI ME - ROMA (on this 


rock thou has safely set me). Psalm 
60:3. 

Testone Giuiio— The obverses 
of the silver testone and giuiio are 
similar to the gold coins including 
the arms of Aldobrandini, pavilion 
and Roman date. The reverse of the 
testone presents the figures of St. 
Peter and St. Paul resembling so 
many earlier sede vacante issues. 
The reverse of the giuiio features 
only St. Paul. 

Following the untimely death of 
Leo XI 10 days after his coronation, 
a second series of sede vacante 
coins were issued in 1605. These 
may be identified with the 
symbolic GIR indicating the 
engraver, Giorgio Rancetti. All 
were from the mint at Rome and 
consisted of only one 
denomination, a testone. 

ROME MINT, 1605 (Second Issue) 

Testone - There are several 
varieties of this testone, the first of 
which has a seated figure of St. 
Peter on the reverse. A second 
variety shows the busts of the two 
apostles, St. Peter on the left and St. 
Paul on the right. Both bear the 
traditional arms of Cardinal 
Aldobrandini, keys, etc. and the 
Roman date on the obverse. 
However, St. Peter appears on the 
obverse of a third type. There are 
several other minor varieties, 
perhaps some are mint errors. 

After the death of Paul V in 1 62 1 , 
whose troubled reign saw the 
beginning of the Thirty Years War 
(1618-48), Cardinal Aldobrandini 
again issued sede vacante coins. 
Another interesting development 
took place at the mint in Ferrara 
where the papal legate. Cardinal 
Serra, also released some coins for 
the vacancy. 

FERRARA MINT, 1621 

Testone &) Giuiio— Missing 
from the silver testone and giuiio of 
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Ferrara were the arms of the 
camerlengo. Instead, the arms of 
Cardinal Giacomo Serra, the legate 
of Ferrara, appear on the obverses 
with the usual symbols for sede 
vacante coins. The inscription 


remains SEDE VACANTE. The 
reverses carry the 
arms of the City of 
Ferrara, along with its 
name CIVITAS 
FERRARIAE and the 



date 1621. 


ROME MINT, 1621 

Testone e) Giulio— The testone 
and giulio from the mint at Rome 
have the arms of Cardinal 
Aldobrandini as well as the usual 
devices. The reverses show an 
allegorical fi^re representing 
religion holding the papal tiara in 
the right hand and a cross on a long 
staff in the left hand. The 
inscription reads STATVIT SVPRA 
PETRAM PEDES MEOS (and He 
set my feet upon a rock) from ''And 
He drew me forth from . . . the 
slimy ooze and He set my feet upon 
a rock," Psalm 39:3. 

Although his reign was brief. 
Pope Gregory XV accomplished 
some important acts. Of interest to 
this study is his bull "Aetemi Patris 
Filius" of 1621 that set forth the 
three methods of papal election: ( 1 ) 
acclamation, (2) reference to a 
committee, and (3) secret scrutiny. 
Gregory was the last pope elected 
by acclamation, and since 1623 all 
have been chosen through scrutiny. 
Upon his death in 1623, sede 
vacante coins were again issued 
from the mints of Ferrara and 
Rome. 


FERRARA MINT, 1623 

Giulio, Grosso, Mezzo Baiocco &) 
Quattrino — The 1623 issues from 
Ferrara were again struck under the 
authority of the legate Cardinal 
Serra. The silver giulio and grosso

plus the billon mezzo baiocco and 
quattrino all show the arms of Serra 
with the crossed keys and pavilion. 
The legend identifying the cardinal 
as well as the vacant see reads 
lACOBVS SERRA LEG. SED. V. 
The reverses resemble the issues of 
1621 with the arms of the city of 
Ferrara surrounded by the 
inscription CIVITAS FERRARIA 
1623. 

ROME MINT, 1623 

4 Scudi, 2 Scudi, Testone, Giulio, 
Grosso, Mezzo Grosso &) 
Quattrino — All the denominations 
from Rome utilize the same design 
for the obverses and reverses. The 
gold 4 and 2 scudi, silver testone, 
giulio, grosso and mezzo grosso and 
the billon quattrino contain the 
arms of the camerlengo. Cardinal 
Aldobrandini, surmounted by the 
keys and the pavilion. The reverses 
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show the risen Christ giving a 
blessing while holding a long staff 
with a cross. The inscription reads 
QA DOMIN SUSCEPIT ME 
(because the Lord hath helped me), 
found in several of the 
Psalms — 93:17 and 117:13. 

Cardinal Camerlengo 
Antonio Barberini 
Belonging to a Roman family that 
had accumulated a huge fortune, 
Antonio Barberini was bom in 
1607. Along with his brother 
Francesco, Antonio (although only 
2 1 years of age) was made a cardinal 
in 1628 by his uncle. Pope Urban 
VIII. The Barberinis spent much 
time and money on the city of 
Rome, including the establishment 
of a library and the building of the 
Palazzo Barberini near the 
Quirinal. Upon the coronation of 
Innocent X, Cardinal Barberini was 
forced to flee to Paris, fearing arrest 
for the methods employed in 
amassing his great wealth. As the 
struggle over the influence of Italy 
between Spain and France 
dominated papal politics, Barberini 
found favor with Innocent X and 
returned to Rome. He died there in 
1671. Following the death of Urban 
VIII in 1644, coins were released 
from the mint at Rome under the 
authority of the camerlengo. 
Cardinal Barberini. 

ROME MINT, 1644 
Testone — The arms of Cardinal 

© Barberini, keys, 

pavilion, etc. form the 
obverse. The reverse 
bears a half figure of 
the Virgin Mary 

embracing the Christ Child in her 
arms. A significant inscription 
reads PROTEGE ROMA (protect 
Rome). This legend is most fitting 
when one remembers the decline of 
the temporal power of the popes at 
this time. Caught in the European 
conflicts between France and Spain 


as well as the Thirty Years War, the 
papacy faced the loss of prestige at 
home and abroad. 

With the death of Innocent X in 
1655, sede vacante coins were again 
issued under the camerlengo. 
Cardinal Barberini. Emissions were 
from the mints of Ferrara and 
Rome. 

FERRARA MINT, 1655 

Testone, Giulio et) Grosso — The 
silver testone, giulio 
and grosso from 
Ferrara carry the arms 
of the legate Cardinal 
Giovanni Battista 
Spada and omit those of the 
camerlengo. The reverses show the 
arms of the city of Ferrara and the 
inscription Cl VITAS FERRARI AE - 
1655. 

Quattrino — The obverse of the 
copper quattrino bears a shield of 
Cardinal Spada, keys and pavilion. 
Spelling the city's name, the 
reverse has FER on a line at the top, 
RARI on a middle line and AE on 
the bottom line above a wreath of 
two laurel branches. 

ROME MINT, 1655 

4 Scudi, 2 Scudi, Scudo, Testone 
e) Giuiio— The gold and silver 
coins from Rome present similar 
obverses and reverses. The obverses 
offer the arms of Cardinal 
Barberini, pavilion, etc. and the 
Roman date MDCLV. The reverses 
show a dove, symbolic of the Holy 
Spirit, surrounded by rays and 
tongues of fire. This is the first use 
of these symbols on sede vacante 
coins. The dove, representing the 
Holy Spirit, would be petitioned for 
guidance in the selection of the 
next pope and the tongues of fire 
call to mind the tongues appearing 
above the heads of the apostles on 
the first Pentecost. This dove 
would appear on all future sede 
vacante coins from the mint at 
Rome, including those of 1978. The 
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Scudo, 


inscription is INFVNDE 
AMOREM CORDIBVS (pour love 
into [our] hearts) from a prayer to 
the Holy Spirit. The complete 
prayer is, 'The charity of God is 
poured abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Spirit who is given to us/' 
Romans 5:5. This inscription was 
used nearly 300 years later on the 
sede vacante coins of 1939. 

Another important first for the 
1655 issues was the introduction of 
the large silver scudo (crown) as a 
denomination of the sede vacante 
series. 

Grosso e) Mezzo Grosso — The 
smaller grosso and mezzo grosso 
are similar to the larger coins just 
described but the date is omitted 
and the reverse carries the 
abbreviated legend INFVN 
AMOREM CORD. 

Pope Alexander VII reigned for 
twelve years and sede vacante coins 
were issued from the mints at 
Bologna and Rome in 1667. The 
camerlengo was again Cardinal 
Barberini. 

BOLOGNA MINT, 1667 

Lira — A silver lira equal to 20 
bolognini was introduced from the 
mint at Bologna. Both the arms of 


the city of Bologna and the papal 
legate, Cardinal Carlo Carafa, 
appear on the obverse surmounted 
by the keys and pavilion. Again, as 
at Ferrara, the camerlengo's arms 
were omitted. The reverse shows 
the patron saint of Bologna, St. 
Petronius, kneeling with the city in 
the background. The legend is S 
PETRON. DE BENON. XX (St. 
Petronius of Bologna). The Roman 
XX refers to the value of the lira 
being worth 20 bolognini. 

ROME MINT, 1667 
Scudo (gold), Scudo (silver), 
Testone et) Giulio — The coins 
minted at Rome carry the arms of 
Barberini, keys, pavilion, etc. and 
the Roman date MDCLXVII. The 
reverses show the dove with rays 
and tongues of fire. The inscription 
is DA RECTA SAPERE (may we 
correctly understand), a prayer to 
the Holy Spirit for guidance in the 
selection of the next pope. The 
small arms of the magistrate of the 
Rome mint. Monsignor Martinori, 
appear between the letters RO 
MA at the bottom of the silver 
scudo and testone, beginning a 
tradition that was to last through 
the issues of 1758.

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FROM YOUR PRESIDENT 


George D. Hatie 


In last month's issue of The Numismatist, I 
mentioned that there had been some adverse 
dealer reaction to the ANA approved numerical 
grading standards. The standards create three 
grades of mint state coins: perfect uncirculated 
(MS-70), choice uncirculated (MS-65) and typi- 
cal uncirculated (MS-60). AU, EF and VF coins 
are each placed in two grades, choice and typi- 
cal. There are no subdivisions of the F, VG, G 
and AG grades. As a result there are thirteen 
different conditions designated as MS-70, 

MS-65, MS-60, AU-55, AU-50, EF-45, EF-40, 

VF-30, VF-20, F-12, VG-8, G-4 and AG-3. 

The criteria established for each of the thir- 
teen grades are excellent and enable one to pre- 
cisely grade any United States regular mint 
issue. Abe Kosoff, Ken Bressett, Q. David Bowers and all the others who 
have contributed their time and ability to this undertaking are to be 
highly commended for the excellent results. The standards provide 
much needed protection for both the dealer and the collector. 

Although I can suggest no possible improvement of the standards for 
the thirteen grades, I do have an adverse reaction to the use of a 
numbering system based upon Dr. William H. Sheldon's grading and 
valuation system, which first appeared over thirty years ago in his Early 
American Cents. There is a great difference between the use of the 
numbers in the Sheldon system and in the ANA system. Under the 
Sheldon system, each large cent is assigned a basal dollar value and the 
value of a particular cent is determined by multiplying such value by 
the numerical grade of the coin. For example, a coin with a basal value 
of $5.00 would be valued at $300 in condition 60 and $150 in condition 
30. The numbers in the ANA grading standards serve no purpose except 
to provide abbreviations for the thirteen grades. They may incorrectly 
create the impression that they establish a mathematical basis for 
determining value. 

Unfortunately, the numbering system has given rise to the use of 
intermediate numbers, such as MS-69. 1 am very much opposed to the 
use of intermediate numbers, inasmuch as no intermediate number's 
condition is described in the ANA grading standards. The standards 
describe the characteristics of MS-60, MS-65 and MS-70, but not those 
of intermediate numbers such as MS-63 or MS-67. 
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Q. David Bowers in the introduction to the ANA Grading Standards 
states: 

The ANA grading system considers it to be good numismatic 
practice to adhere to the standard 60, 65, and 70 numerical 
designations. Experienced numismatists can generally agree 
on whether a given coin is MS-60 or MS-65. However, not even 
the most advanced numismatists can necessarily agree on 
whether a coin is MS-62 or MS-63; the distinction is simply 
too minute to permit accuracy. In all instances, it is recom- 
mended that intermediate grades be avoided, and if there is 
any doubt, the lowest standard grade should be used. The use 
of plus or minus signs is also not accepted practice. 

I regret that the Introduction elsewhere provides that the use of 
intermediate numbers for mint state coins is ''permissible" and that 
such use for lower grade coins is merely "discouraged." I don't think 
that intermediate numbers should be used at all, and I don't believe that 
ANACS should be expected to determine whether a coin is MS-62 or 
some other intermediate grade not described in the standards. It is 
absurd to have eleven grades of uncirculated coins (MS-60 through 70) 
or 68 grades of United States coins (AG-3 through MS-70). 

In examining the advertisements in a weekly coin publication, I 
noted that all MS numbers were used, except MS-61 and MS-70. Appa- 
rently no one claimed perfection. One dealer used MS to describe all 
coins graded by him, describing VG-8, VF-25 and EF-40 as MS-8, MS-25 
and MS-40. Other dealers added pluses to the numbers. One dealer 
described coins as MS-65-I-, MS-60-1- -h and MS-63 -I- -i- -I- . 

My comments may be summarized as follows: 

1. I support the continuation of the present grading standards which 
may be applied whether or not the unnecessary Sheldon numbers are 
used. 

2. I support the continuation of the ANACS Grading Service. 

3. The ANA grading standards and the ANACS Grading Service should 
be limited to the thirteen standard grades and intermediate grades 
should not be used. 

4. In lieu of the Sheldon numbering system, I prefer abbreviations such 
as Perf Unc, Ch Unc, Unc, Ch AU, AU, Ch EF, EF, Ch VF, VF, F, VG, 
G and AG. 

5. Although I do not care for a numbering system, Unc 1, Unc 2, Unc 3, 
AU 4, etc. down to AG 13, would be preferable to the Sheldon 
numbers.

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The education of our young people has been a vital concern of the 
citizenry of this country from the earliest days of its founding. Certainly it 
was a matter of great interest to the citizens of Raleigh, N.C., almost from 
the day the city was laid out in 1792.^ 

Before the opening of the Raleigh Academy, however, the young people of 
Raleigh had '"gone away for learning,' remained unlearned, or attended the 
one existing school which was run by German Guthrie and a Mrs. 
Langley. "2 The community's concern for local education, therefore, led 
some of Raleigh's leading citizens to ask for state aid and to petition the 
legislature for the use of Burke Square, also known as Burke's Garden, as a 
site for a future school. The North Carolina General Assembly agreed and 
appointed as trustees the following: John Ingles, William White, Nathaniel 
Jones, Henry Seawell, Simon Turner, William Boylan, John Marshall, 
Joseph Gales, Sherman Haywood, John Craven, Matthew McCullers, 
William Hinton, Samuel High, and Theophilus Hunter, Jr.^ 

As raising the money to erect such a school was not easy, almost the 
whole town helped. In addition to the "Subscription Paper" referred to in 
figure I, "the ladies gave 'Academy' teas, the Thespians performed for the 
cause, donations were solicited, and lotteries were held."^ Enough money 
was raised through a large donation made by Joseph Gales,^ so that on July 2, 
1804, a two-story wooden frame building for the education of both sexes 
opened on Burke Square.® Classes taught included Latin; Greek; French; 
Mathematics; Natural Philosophy including Geography, Belles Lettres and 
Rhetoric; and Metaphysics including Natural and Revealed Theology, and 
the Law of Nature and Nations.'^ 

By 1 807, another building, "The Female Department, " had been added to 
the 50 X 25 foot main building. These buildings served the Piedmont area 
well for the next 25 years, and only began to decline about 1 829 when other 
schools were built and competition became too strong.® In 1830, then, 
William Peace, the treasurer of the Academy's trustees, bought the building 
and equipment. The famous Lovejoy Academy stood on this site from 
January 1842 until 1887.® 

A due bill, as defined in Webster's New International Dictionary, is "a 
written acknowledgement of a debt, not made payable to order, like a 
promissory note; specif., in some localities, such an acknowledgement 
issued by a bank for a check, in place of certifying the check." The story of 
Raleigh Academy due bills, a story typical for similar institutions of that 
period, is told through references to the notes in the Academy's foumal. The 
first mention of the Raleigh due bills occurs in 1806 with the following 
Journal entry: 

"An ordinance to direct the issuing promissary Notes. 

I. Be it ordained by the Trustees of the Raleigh Academy, and it is hereby 

ordained by the authority of the same, That their (sic) shall be issued in the name, 

by the authority, and on the credit of the said Academy promissary Notes of the 

numbers and denominations following, that is to say 

500 Five hundred Notes for fifteen cents each 

1000 One thousand Notes for ten cents 

2000 two thousand Notes for five cents 

2000 two thousand Notes for two and a half cents 

which notes shall be signed by the president and payable to the bearer on demand 
by the Treasurer of the Academy. 
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II. Be it further ordained that the President and Treasurer shall be authorized, 
and they are hereby authorized and instructed to contract for the printing of the 
said Notes and shall Superintend the same which Notes shall be in form 
following, that is to say. 

No. The Trustees of the Raleigh Academy at their Office of Treasurer, 

promise to pay the Bearer on demand cents. 

1806 

President 

Notes of each denomination shall be numbered, and on the back of the Bill shall 
be printed in large letters a corresponding amount of the Bill expressed in the 
Lawful monies of the State. 

III. And be it further ordained that the President and Treasurer and one other 
Trustee shall be present at the signing and issuing the said Notes, and the Blank 
for the name of the Treasurer shall be filled by himself. 

IV. And be it further ordained that all notes signed shall be delivered over to the 
Treasurer, who shall give a receipt for the amount to the President and shall be 
answerable for the same. 

V. Be it further ordained that the Treasurer shall be authorized to sell Notes at 
their nominal value to any person applying therefor, and shall receive in 
exchange any currency of the State; and he shall keep a regular account of all 
notes so issued and out into circulation of which he shall report from time to 
time to the Trustees. 

VI. And be it further ordained, that the Treasurer shall pay on their being 
presented for payment all the aforementioned Notes issued by authority of this 
ordinance."^® 

At a meeting of the Board of the Trustees held on May 28, 1807, it was 
"Resolved that the Secretary do Instruct the Treasr to issue due Bills on the same 
principles as heretofor provided there be a demand, and the form does not exceed 
together with those already issued one thousand dollars. 

The following month's meeting of the Board of Trustees on December 2 1 , 
1807, reveals that it was 

"Resolved that the sum of one thousand six hundred dollars be printed in paper 
money commonly called due Bills in such Bills as the committee herein 
appointed may deem proper, that the President of this Board be requested to 
report at each and every meeting of this Board the sums by him signed and 
circulated from time to time; so that this Board may at all times know what sums 
are by them actually put into circulation. According to the rules and present 
plans entered into by this Board on the 28th of March 1806. 

"Resolved that the Treasurer be and he is hereby requested to contract for the 
printing of the money hereby intended to be issued on the lowest terms that may 
be procured therefor. And that ornamental devices be by him prescribed for each 
bill. And the numbers of the Bills to make up the sum aforesaid be proportioned 
by him in such Sums as by him may be deemed proper not exceeding thirty cents 
in any one bill. And that he be directed to report the whole of his proceedings in 
this respect at the next meeting of this Board. 

"Resolved that the paper upon which the notes or due Bills are aforesaid hereby 
to be issued shall be of the kind and quality of that upon which the small notes of 
the Newbem Bank are issued." 

Evidently this resolve was carried out and the bills were printed for in a 
meeting on May 12, 1808, the Board 

"Resolved that Joseph Gales be allowed the sum of forty three dollars and 
seventeen cents for printing due Bills agreeable to his account rendered and that a 
warrant issue accordingly."^®

Again at a meeting of the Trustees on January 27, 1809, the Board 
''Resolved the following allowances be made out. 

% Joseph Gales for printing bale of due Bills $14. 75th 

% William Shaw for postage of letters 1.84th 

and that warrants issue accordingly."^'* 

The Board continued to show a deep interest in the issuance of these due 
bills, as in the minutes of the meeting held by the Trustees on August 25, 
1809, it was 
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"Resolved, by the Trustees of the Raleigh Academy that the Treasurer of the 
Board be requested to furnish the sundry as soon as convenient to be laid before 
the Board, a particular statement of the funds of said Corporation, including the 
receipts and expenditures, from the 27 August 1804 down to the present period, 
distinguishing between the sums received for subscriptions and those received 
for due Bills issued by order of said Board. 

"Resolved, also by the said Board of Trustees that the Treasurer be requested, at 
the same time, to report to the Board the number and value of Due Bills which 
have been printed for the use of the said Corporation, what part thereof have been 
issued, and what is the amount of those which remain on hand ready for 
Circulation, as well as the amount of those which have not yet been filled 
up -f signed. 

"Resolved by the said Board that the Treasurer be requested to make similar 
reports annually, at the stated meeting of the Trustees which shall be held in the 
month of November, and that the Secretary enter all such reports on the Journal 
of the Board, that the Trustees may at all times by a reference thereto, learn the 
state of the pecuniary concerns of the Academy."^® 

More due bills seem to have been required, for at a meeting of the Board of 
Trustees on September 29, 1809, it was 

"Resolved that one thousand Dollars be issued in due Bills — the denominations 
of which, to be proportional with those already issued."^® 

But apparently not all resolves were carried out, for the minutes of the 
meeting of the Trustees on October 28, 1809, reveal that it was 

"Resolved, that a former resolution, requiring the Treasurer's annual Report to 
be recorded be rescinded. 

"A Report was made by Mr. Peace, the Treasurer, which embraced his general 
acct. 

"Resolved, that Messrs. Gales, Shaw, and H. Haywood be appointed a 
Committee the account and report of the Treasurer, and make report to the next 
meeting. 

"Resolved further, that the same Committee be authorized to examine the 
whole of the Due Bills in the Treasury, and such as are unfit for circulation, to 
destroy by burning."*'^ 

At a meeting of the Trustees on November 13, 1809, 

"Mr. Gales, from the Committee, appointed for the purpose, handed in a Report 
on the Subject of the State of the Treasury, which follows: — 

The Committee to whom was referred the Report and account current with the 
vouchers of the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of the Raleigh Academy, 
bearing date the 27th ult. with the Due Bills laid aside by the Treasurer as unfit 
for further circulation. Report — 

That they have examined the said Account Current with its vouchers and find it 
in all respects correct. It appears from the Account that there remained in the 
hands of the Treasurer on the 25th of March 1807 a balance of — $237. .1 
That he has reed in donations since that time ($200 of which were from the 


Thespian Society) $712.30 

For arrears of Tuition, etc 46.85 

And for Due Bills issued by order of the Board 1612.50 

Making an Aggregate of 2668.66 


Out of which money, your Committeee find by the Warrants of the President of 
the Board regularly numbered from 1 to 19 (which they have punched and 
returned) herewith to be lodged with the Secretary that the Treasurer has made 
Payments to the amount of 

$ 1733.28 

875.38 
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Your Committe have counted and examined the Due Bills laid aside by the 
Treasurer as much too worn for circulation, and find them to amount to 
$1 74.35/100, and by him stated. These Bills they have burnt, and of course this 
sum must be placed to the credit of the Treasurer $ 174.35 

Which will leave a balance in his hand, of 701. .3 

Besides this sum of $701 ..3/100 there remain in the hands of the Treasurer, to be 
filled up and signed for circulation. Due Bills to the amount of $387.50/100 And 
there appears to be due to the Treasury sundry Donations, etc. to the amount of 
$ 144.85/100 upwards of eighty dollars of which you can suppose might and ought 
to be collected — the balance, they are of opinion may be given up as lost. 
When these Due Bills shall be prepared for circulation, and these arrears shall be 
collected the Board shall have in the hands of their Treasurer at their disposal 
about Eleven Hundred and Sixty Dollars!* 

Your Committee would however take the liberty of reminding the Board that 
they stand pledged to the Public, whenever called upon for the payment of Due 
Bills to the amount of Two Thousand Dollars (excepting the amount of 
$174.35/100 which have been worn out and burnt) but as it is not likely that 
many of these Bills will ever be returned, at any one time, for payment, it will not 
be necessary nor would it be prudent to keep inactive a considerable sum of 
Money for the purpose of paying them. Your Committee would therefore 
recommend that the Money arising from the sale of Due Bills which have been or 


Raleigh Academy 
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may be hereafter issued by authority of the Board, be, from time vested in such 
real or other property, as will either produce an Interest, or be otherwise 
serviceable to the Institution of which they have the charge. In examining the 
very satisfactory Report and Account Current of the Treasurer, your Committee 
have observed that no Commission, or other charge, has been made by him, since 
services, since April 1807. 

All of which is respectfully submitted

* Note to the above. Since writing the above Report the Chairman of your 
Committee has been informed by the President of the Board, that provided a 
certain suit, pending in Orange Superior Court, between Hunter fit Stroud, be 
determined in favor of the former, the subscription of the late Lewis Green, of 
$20 which your Come deemed desperate, will be paid."^® 

More concerning the due bills is found in the minutes of the meeting of 
December 30, 1809, when it was 

"Resolved that the Treasurer be directed to contract for the printing of Due Bills, 
of such denominations as he may think best calculated to promote the object in 
view, to the amount of on thousand dollars, in addition to those already printed 
and contracted for being printed. 

"Resolved further, that Messrs. John Haywood and Peace be requested to apply to 
Nathl Jones Esqr. President of the Board and request him to sign the Due Bills on 
hand not signed which have been printed, and those now ordered to be printed; 
and in case the President refuse his signature for any more of the said Due Bills 
then, and in that case, the Treasurer of the Board, is hereby authorized to alter the 
form of the Bills in such way, as that his own signature shall be sufficient to 
prepare the said Bills, and render them fit to go into circulation, which he is 
authorized and requested to do accordingly."^® 

The printing bill was discussed at a meeting of April 13, 1810, where it 
was 

"Resolved that Messrs. Gales Seaton be allowed the sum of thirteen dollars for 
printing Due Bills, as per account rendered. 

From the meeting of April 27, 1810, it is learned that 
"Mr. Peace, the Treasurer, reported that there are two hundred and eighty IVi 
cent Bills numbered and signed by the President more than he had been ordered 
in the Ordinance on that subject. Ordered, that such bills be put into circulation 
by reducing so that amount of others that are nearly worn out."^^ 

The last reference which is of interest comes from the meeting of 
December 31, 1810, which notes that 

"The Treasurer also presented to the Board a Bundle of Due Bills unfit for 
circulation, which were committed to the same Committee, to be burnt. 

Though the author has made no great effort to determine the existence of 
pieces similar to the Academy's five-cent due bill, it is his impression that 
such notes are rare. It would be interesting to learn if notes of sister 
academies as well as records such as the Journal quoted from above have 
survived, as these would add significantly to the monetary micro-history of 
the period.

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New Vincze Medals Released 



The latest four medals of the Shakespeare Commemorative Medallion Series, designed by 
Paul Vincze, have recently been armounced by officials of the Shakespeare Birthplace Trust, 
sponsors of the series. The medals, which will be issued during the next twelve months, 
represent scenes from four Shakespeare plays: King Henry VIII, King Henry V, Much Ado About 
Nothing and Love's Labour's Lost. These four medals will be added to the 24 medals previously 
issued since the series was begun in 1971. 

The Vincze series represents the first time an individual sculptor medallist has designed 
medals depicting characters and scenes from each of Shakespeare's 36 plays. Vincze, a distin- 
^ished medallist, has won a number of international awards, and his works appear in most 
major museums and collections. 

Each medal in the series is designed with the same obverse, a portrait of Shakespeare set 
against a background of the Globe and Swan Theatres, the masks of tragedy and comedy, and a 
quotation from Ben johnson: SOULE OF THE AGE/THE APPLAUSE DELIGHT/THE WON- 
DER OF OUR STAGE/MY SFIAKESPEARE RISE. The reverse depicts a familiar episode from 
the play that is the subject of the particular medal. 

All Shakespeare medals are 2V4 inches in diameter. The precious metal issues, supplied with 
a si^ed and numbered certificate of authenticity, will be released in the following limited 
editions and prices: 10 platinum and 100 gold medals (quotes on request), 750 fine silver gilded 
medals at $98.50 each, and 2500 silver oxidized medals at $90.50 each. An unlimited number of 
bronze gilded medals at $24.50 and bronze oxidized medals at $18.50 will be issued. (A $3 
handling fee must be added to each medal ordered.) 

In addition to his Shakespeare series, Vincze has designed a new Venice medal for A.M.E.S. 
(Associazione Medaglistica Esaltazioni Storiche), a nonprofit organization that provides 
scholarships for young medallists. The medal is stmck in bronze, 58mm in diameter, and is 
priced at $20 each. Proceeds from the sale of the medal will go to the Save Venice Campaign.

Coin Design

An interest in coins is often fostered by a desire to learn more about 
the past. The National Coin Week slogan of 1974, John Ryan's 
"History in Your Hands," should conjure up at least a few such 
memories — whether from childhood or from a more recent discovery 
of numismatics. Yet in the increasingly materialistic hobby that we 
know today, that historical background is all too often neglected. 
Despite eloquent articles authored by Dave Bowers and others on the 
merits of collecting and studying coins, as opposed to treating them as 
mere investment bullion, the trend towards historical apathy remains 
prevalent. 

It is the desire to interest the apathetic that initiated this study of 
coin designs and their relation to trends in American history. The 
study is by no means complete, however. In general, numismatists 
research isolated events as they reveal historical trends, such as 
Guillaume Budd's authoritative work on Roman coins, De Asse. 
(Unfortunately, Bud^'s work is in Latin and beyond the reach of most 
peopJe.) Yet, the study of coins in relation to history is worth pursuing, 
for it invokes some interesting notions about the past and may even 
reveal possible means of influencing the future. 


The Two Principal 
Design Trends 

In America, sculptors alone do not 
design coins. Rather, they must 
contend not only with the demands 
of politicians and fine arts 
commissioners, but also with the 
criticisms of newspaper editorials 
and the will of the populace. A 
straightforward example of this is 


given by the first type of the Standing 
Liberty Quarter, issued from 1916 to 
1917. That coin represents one of the 
few instances in which popular 
sentiment was not taken into proper 
consideration before the design was 
released. Instead, the responsible 
officials issued a portrait of Miss 
Liberty with a partially nude bust, 
and the resulting prudish outcry 
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produced an inevitable and rapid (for 
a bureaucracy, at least) change of 
design. The new design, an image of 
what society considered to be a more 
modest Liberty, reveals the power of 
Americans in determining the basic 
ideas behind their country's coinage. 

Thus, coinage in America 
generally reflects the desires of 
Americans. To expand on that idea, 
perhaps U.S. coins represent the 
desire of Americans to strive for 
certain goals that cannot at the time 
be achieved. These goals and wishes 
may involve domestic ideals, or, as is 
more often the case, they may deal 
with objectives in foreign relations. 
But such abstraction remains 
conjecture until exemplified, and 
therefore the actual coinage should 
be considered. 

America has minted metallic 
money since 1792. Since then, the 
reverse has generally included an 
eagle or, at times, a few wheat stalks 
or wreaths. As symbols of the 
national bird and the bountiful 
farming in America, these patriotic 
designs are for the most part 
uncontroversial. In general, it is the 
obverse of American coins that 
harbors the controversy and the 
hidden historical trends — and is thus 
the subject of this study. 

The study divides itself into two 
major trends and a transitional 
period. Roughly, the first trend, 
which emphasized the new liberty to 
be found in America, stretched from 
our first coinage to 1 930. A transition 
ensued, from 1932 to 1945, in which 
the country was too preoccupied to 
worry much about its coinage, and a 
final phase emphasizing 


individualism has existed ever since 
the transition. 

During the first period, America's 
major foreign competition consisted 
of European powers, all of which had 
long traditions of monarchy. Despite 
the violence of the French 
Revolution, democracy was never 
attained in eighteenth century 
France, and democracy as we know it 
was not present for much of the 
nineteenth century either. Britain, 
our chief early antagonist, to this day 
has a monarch, and only recently has 
its Parliament taken away the last 
vestiges of regal power. In addition, 
Germany and Spain both have 
lengthy histories of rule by a crown. 
All of these countries at various 
times were hostile to the United 
States, and despite U.S. alliances 
with different ones, they all shared a 
historical tendency to suppress 
liberty more than America did. 
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Liberty could be defined as a set of 
freedoms. Those freedoms are 
essentially either freedoms from 
governmental interference, or they 
are opportunities to accomplish 
certain goals set by the individual. In 
either case, America once was a true 
"land of opportunity," as not only 
was government influence limited 
and largely local, but also vast 
resources promised mobility and 
potential riches to even the poorest 
inhabitants. 

In any event, public sentiment 
connected aristocracy and monarchy 
with the suppression of liberty, a 
relationship corroborated by the 
facts. Since the rest of the non-tribal 
world was traditionally aristocratic, 
then, it was only natural for America 
to prominently display her most 
unique and honorable characteristic, 
liberty, on her coins. And, to further 
promote pride in America, liberty 
was originally portrayed as a lady, a 
gentle symbol (at least for the time 
period). But, then, why did America 
abandon Miss Liberty in favor of 
such unquestionably less attractive, 
though famous models? 

The answer lies in the changing 
nature of the world. By 1946, though 
liberty was (and still is) an ideal 
toward which America strived, it 
was no longer deemed complex 
enough to symbolically oppose the 
competing powers which the U.S. 
faced. Previous competitors were 
either, as was the case with Great 
Britain and France, new allies of the 
U.S., or else subdued and weak, as 
were Spain and Germany. In fact, the 
new source of discomfort to the 
United States was not a monarchy, 
but rather a new totalitarian breed, 
communism. 

The stated aim of the Soviet Union 
in 1946 was conquering the world, a 
very real goal even though the 
Soviets were not in as much a hurry 
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I 


as the Nazis had been. And 
furthermore, despite the incredible 
power that the United States 
possessed in the aftermath of World 
War II, it would have been both 
immoral and pure folly for America 
to have followed General Patton's 
advice and attack the gigantic 
Russian nation. The result was that 
although the U.S. had conquered one 
group of despots with might, another 
group still existed and could be 
fought only symbolically, if 
preservation of American life was to 
be considered. 

But although the Soviets were 
despots and, in the case of Josef 
Stalin, ruthless killers, in some ways 
they had succeeded in adopting 
America's ultimate ideal, liberty. 
Though the populace was not free 
from government interference, given 
the limitations of the Soviet regime 
it had considerable economic 
freedom. And that was the idealistic 
goal professed by the Soviets, to 
establish not only equality, but also 
economic liberty. 

Clearly, America needed a new 
symbol which could demonstrate 
the nation's superiority in terms 
which would reveal an obvious fault 
in both Soviet life and in Marxist 
theory. The solution was to 
underscore the depersonalization of 
communism by emphasizing 
individualism on American coins. In 
a society which features perfect 
equality, the individual can become 
meaningless, and such a state is 
abhorrent to American ideals. 
Further, although perfect equality 
has certainly not been reached in 
Russia, the totalitarian regime itself 
stifles individualism, since it will 
not accept deviation from state 
doctrines. Thus, in the conflict 
between individualism and an 
overwhelming society, America has 
a clear advantage. Here, individuals 


are important, a fact which has led 
America to place leading individuals' 
portraits on her coins. 

Deviation from the Dual Trends 

The above mentioned periods are, 
of course, not all-inclusive. Other 
historical trends have influenced 
American coinage, and while none 
seem to be as significant as the "big 
two," they certainly do merit 
consideration. Among these smaller 
trends, probably the most important 
is unity. 

Initially, unity was a crucial issue 
in America. The government was 
highly dependent upon the support 
of the states, a fact reflected in the 
united chain links of one of our first 
coins, the chain cent. This concern 
for unity, however, was overridden 
by the citizens, for they felt more 
allegiance to their individual states 
than to any united government. 
Furthermore, the public was still 
deeply concerned about liberty, 
especially when a distant 
government was involved; 
Americans had already had some 
experience in that area. Therefore, 
there was an uproar in the press: the 
chains were inferred to be symbols of 
slavery, and the obverse portrait was 
described as a "frightened Miss 
Liberty." Such a reaction quickly 
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resulted in a new design, the wreath 
cent, and the ideal of unity was 
numismatically tabled, at least for a 
while. 

The next appearance of symbolic 
unity occurred in 1851 with the 
issuance of the tiny trime. The new 
three cent piece, brought out in the 
midst of an accelerating antagonism 
between the North and the South, 
portrayed a single, unified star. That 
star, while not as straightforward as 
the chain cent, was probably 
intended as a subtle emblem of the 
decaying union of the states. 

In 1864, when the Civil War was 
well underway, the first two cent 
pieces were issued. At the time, there 
was considerable destruction, not in 
some far off country, but in a central 
part of the United States. Americans 
were killing each other and, as is the 
case in any civilized society, some 
moral justification was needed in 
such a close and self-inflictea war. 
That moral justification, 
exemplified in the two cent pieces, 
was twofold: (1) America must be 
unified, as symbolized by the coin's 
shield since a broken shield is easily 
susceptible to foreign invasion, and 
(2) the North "trusted in God" and 
therefore was in some way right in 
the eyes of the Diety. For the first 
time, as a result of public demand, a 
technically unconstitutional 
reference to God had been made on 
our coins, through which the North 


emphasized its "holier than thou" | 

attitude, a stance taken again in 
World War I. But in the Civil War, 
religion had a special significance: 
the South enforced slavery, the 
North did not, and slavery was held 
to be an immoral contradiction to 
the will of God. 

As an aside, it should be noted that 
the motto "In God We Trust" not 
only lasted for the duration of the 
war, but is still in use today. The best 
explanation for its continued use is 
that the act of removing the motto 
would be considered impious, and 
indeed was when Teddy Roosevelt 
attempted the feat. Even the adept 
young President, with completely 
religious motives (he was disturbed 
by the fashionable bad jokes, such as 
"In God we trust, all others pay 
cash"), could not overcome popular 
sentiment. 

Unlike the religious motto i 

adopted with the two cent pieces, the 
emphasis on unity on our minor ! 

coins did diminish. The last unity 
coin issued, the shield nickel, is a 
facsimile of the two cent which 
disappeared shortly after 
Reconstruction. Nonetheless, these 
coins served a purpose. As Lincoln , 

acknowledged, the union was a 
symbol which legitimized attacking 
the South, for the union, perhaps 
even more than freedom, was 
venerable. The shield coins, as well 
as the slightly more subtle little | 

trime, were pictorial arguments for 
unification in a troubled 
time — futile in effecting the South, 
but perhaps important in relieving 
the conscience of the North. 

The final apparent diversions from 
individualism and liberty are the ! 

Lincoln cents, the buffalo nickels, ^ 

and the Indian head quarter-eagles 
and half-eagles. These coins, issued j 

during the terms of Theodore 
Roosevelt and Howard Taft, have \ 

rather unique subjects: the Lincoln 
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appeared at a time much too early for 
the individualistic trend, and the 
Indian heads all represent men, as 
opposed to Miss Liberty dressed in a 
headband. They are also among the 
most difficult American coins to 
interpret, perhaps because of their 
deviation from the design trends in 
the rest of U.S. coinage. 

One theory is that the Lincoln 
penny was a symbolic release of 
guilt, intended to portray that part of 
America's past, the presidency of 
Abraham Lincoln, when the 
government was most in favor of 
civil rights. Although the North had 
made glowing promises of fairness 
and legal equality, even 
incorporating them into the 
Constitution, in the period following 
Lincoln's presidency those 
"guarantees" were in no way being 
met. The Supreme Court, a 
traditional guardian of the 
Constitution, had ignored civil 
rights by accepting separate 
institutions as being equal (Plessy v. 
Ferguson, 1896), and by 1909 the 
rights of black citizens were almost 
entirely ignored. 

Thus, the rights of some 
Americans were unfairly being 
denied. Lynching was widespread in 
the early twentieth century, and the 
North felt guilty. As is often the case 
with guilt, the best relief is a 
reminder of the past. Accordingly, 
the nation displayed a portrait of 
Lincoln — symbol of the civil rights it 
was so blatantly ignoring. 

The buffalo nickel, as well as the 


Indian head $2.50 and $5 gold pieces, 
fit into this model very well. Not 
only did Americans kill off the 
buffaloes, but they also, more 
importantly, killed and persecuted 
countless Indians — acts which 
certainly should provoke guilt and, it 
is hoped, a corresponding conviction 
not to repeat such a travesty. 

But, one might still wonder, why 
should these signs of historical guilt 
appear on U.S. coins? Although such 
an event is certainly unusual, the 
times were unusual too. During the 
Progressive era, which lasted from 
about 1 900 till around World War I in 
its strongest form, people were trying 
to help other people in new ways. 
Prohibition laws were gaining 
popularity, as were child labor laws 
and a general regard for the rights of 
the working class. Whether or not 
the aid was requested, crusaders 
were trying to save mankind from 
the industrial revolution and other 
evils, and this attempt to reform was 
reflected on American coinage of the 
time. 

At least that is one theory; it is 
hoped there are others. Numismatics 
can be a study highly revealing of 
history, past and future. People look 
at coins, and much like subliminal 
advertising they are affected by what 
they see. Perhaps, then, if more 
investors study American history 
through their coins, they can come 
up with a few more theories, and 
even make this country a little less 
apathetic — if not a better — place to 
be.

Corrections for Merriam Catalog 

The article and catalog ''Joseph H. Merriam, Die Sinker" that appeared in the 
April, 1980 issue of The Numismatist contained a few errors that effect the 
validity of the catalog. The following are those listings that were effected by 
the inaccuracies that inevitably creep into works of this nature.

The obverse die is crudely cut. Frank Pfeiffer didn't go into business in Norfolk 
under the name on the token until the early 1870s, indicating that this token is 
not contemporary with the date. Possibly, the obverse die was cut by another 
die sinker and muled with the Merriam reverse die. See A5 and A 17.

Burbank and Shaw Variety 



The token of Burbank and Shaw is 
well know to collectors of nineteenth 
century exonumia. Although the 1845 
date places it among the earliest of 
Chicago's tokens, it is a fairly common 
issue and greatly overvalued in Donald 
Miller's catalog of merchants tokens. 
As the token's inscription indicates, 
Burbank and Shaw were dealers in dry 
goods, groceries, and crockery. The 
specimen of the token illustrated above 
has double lettering on the reverse. It is 
26mm and struck in copper. 

Recently I acquired an interesting 
copper token which combines the re- 
verse die of the Burbank and Shaw issue 
with a die dated 1846. The token itself 
offers no clue to the reason for its is- 
suance; perhaps one of our readers can 
offer an explanation. To the best of my 
knowledge this die combination has not 
been illustrated before. The 1846 die, 
however, is pictured in the Whitman 
publication "Hawaiian Coins, Tokens 
and Paper Money" by Maurice M. 
Gould and Kenneth Bressett. 
Catalogued number A36, it is struck in 
combination with an obverse die de- 
picting the hands of a clock at three 
o'clock, within a wreath. It is described 
as a "copper work token of 1846 for one 
day's work" and assigned rarity eight 
(one to three known specimens). The 
authors' reason for attributing this piece 
to Hawaii is not known; a more recent 
book, "Hawaiian Money" by Donald 
Medcalf and Ronald Russell, does not 
include it. 


More Mavericks 


I'll end this column with two 
mavericks issued by distillers. When 
I acquired the aluminum token from 
the Purity Distilling Company, I 
thought it would be an easy one to 
identify, since its legend includes 
two street names. Unfortunately, I 
soon found out that there are many 
cities which have streets of both 
names. Anyone have a directory of 
distilleries? 



The token of H. Shanfield, struck 
in copper, was probably issued dur- 
ing the last half of the nineteenth 
century. The interesting reverse in- 
scription "Good For One B' 1 1 Slip" is 
found on other tokens also. The Feb- 
ruary, 1978 foumal of the Token and 
Medal Society pictures a piece with 
this reverse, and the initials P.L. on 
the obverse. The token was attrib- 
uted to the Pahl-Links Brewery, a 
firm which was in business from 
1865 until 1890. The maverick col- 
umn of the February, 1980 TAMS 
Journal picture a third token with 
the same reverse —this one issued by 
Meiners Vilters. — D.E.S.

Commonly Seen Foreign Counterfeits 

The examination methods ANACS employs for foreign coins are identical to those 
methods used for U.S. coins; only the diagnostic characteristics differ. While weight 
and specific gravity remain important elements of any examination, it is important 
to realize that m'ost present-day counterfeiters are able to turn out products that 
consist of almost perfect alloys and that are well within mint tolerances for weight. 

The counterfeits shown this month are only a small portion of those that are 
examined by ANACS, and those that have been examined to date represent only a 
minute percentage of the counterfeits in existence. 









FRANCE, 1869-BB, 100 Francs— Most noticeable is a small pimple on the field behind the 
upper back of the head, below the N of NAPOLEON. There is an irregular wavy line at the left of 
the pimple and a depression at left of the wavy line. There are quite a number of irregularities on 
the field on both obverse and reverse. The die polishing lines are not crisp and sharp as can be 
expected on genuine coins. 
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GERMANY (BAVARIA), 1874-D, 20 Marks — The fields and raised devices appear as though 
they were made of sand, hut the coin is apparently die struck. Perhaps the die was cast? There 
are numerous depressions, isolated tooling marks and ''wormy" raised lines. 


GERMANY (BAVARIA), 1877 -A, 5 Marks — The fields of this coin are almost mirror-like but 
they are not smooth such as should be expected, and there are quite a number of depressions 
that seem to repeat from coin to coin. 








GREAT BRITAIN, 1817, Sovereign — Extremely rough sandy appearing surfaces with many 
repeating depressions and incomplete letters with many of the letters having rounded bases. 



NETHERLANDS, 1897, 10 Guit/en— There are ridges of metal around some of the devices, 
especially noticeable on the profile. The fields are rough and there are quite a large number of 
odd-looking die polish markings and depressions. 
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Adna G. Wilde, Jr., vice president; Flor- 
ence Schook, Kurt Krueger, and Dave 
Bowers, governors, joined ANA staff 
members Edward C. Rochette, execu- 
tive vice president; Ruthann Brettell, 
assistant to the executive vice presi- 
dent; and Bill Henderson, treasurer, in 
speaking on behalf of the association's 
32,000 members and the headquarters 
staff. Several ANA staff members were 
also present in the meeting's audience, 
as were a few individual collectors who 
had arrived in anticipation of the fol- 
lowing week's ANA Summer Seminar. 

The roundtable, which was first held 
in 1974 under the ANA presidency of 
Virginia Culver, was established as a 
medium of communication between 
various segments of the numismatic 
hobby to iron out any conflicts in inter- 
est and reaffirm common goals. The 
idea had seemed to die out over the past 
several years, but in truth it only lay 
dormant, waiting for the increasing 
pressures and problems brought about 
by the recent upsurge in market activity 
and the effects of the now established 
ANA Grading Service. And so at the 
Albuquerque Midyear Convention, the 
ANA board of governors moved that the 
executive vice president call for a 
roundtable in the coming year. 

ANA Grading Service 

Grading, the main topic of discussion 
at this roundtable, is the subject causing 
perhaps the most concern and debate in 
today's hobby. As Dave Bowers pointed 
out early in the discussion, the demand 
for objective precision in grading has 
grown respectively with the growth in 
the coin market of the non-numismatic 
consumer. In the hobby's early days in 
this country, collectors were fewer and 
better educated in the field. Their ex- 
perience afforded them the precision in 
grading which the market at that time 
demanded. The current run-away in- 
flationary cycle has created a coin mar- 
ket in which a slight difference in grade 
can make a difference of thousands of 
dollars, and the exploding market in 
precious metals has brought to bourse 
floors across the country investors and 
potential investors who have little or no 


interest in numismatics. Their need is 
that of a consumer and not a collector; 
they want some reassurance that they 
are getting their money's worth. Luis 
Vigdor went on to say that we have 
given this new wave of buyers the illu- 
sion that precision does exist in grading 
with the use of the ANA Grading Ser- 
vice, and several dealers around the 
table voiced the problem created by the 
unyielding reverence in which these 
buyers hold the grade assigned by 
ANACS. While ANACS may disclaim 
the grade as only an opinion, in the 
marketplace it is being asserted as 
"law." 

This concern over the ANACS 
Grading Service was a subject of much 
discussion during the meetings held of 
the Professional Numismatists Guild 
board and membership during the Cen- 
tral States Numismatic Association 
convention this spring in Lincoln, Neb- 
raska. From these meetings a letter was 
drafted and sent to ANA president 
George D. Hatie and executive vice 
president Edward C. Rochette express- 
ing the conclusion of PNG's member- 
ship that "ANACS should stop using 
the numerical grading system (e.g. 
Sheldon, MS-60, etc.) and use only the 
adjective grades, such as AG, Good, 
etc." 

The reasons for this conclusion, upon 
which the letter elaborates, emanate 
from the basic postulate that grading is 
subjective and therefore no one person's 
opinion of a coin's grade should be taken 
as conclusive. The PNG letter also 
notes instances of inconsistency in de- 
cisions the Grading Service has made 
regarding the same coin. PNG does not 
understand the point of ANACS as- 
signing a grade to a coin when that grade 
is at the same time accompanied by a 
disclaimer, (Editofs Note-For the sake 
of accuracy, contrary to PNG's claim, 
the disclaimer on the certificate relates 
only to the opinion of authenticity.), 
and they are adamantly against the use 
of intermediate grading in which coins 
are graded 55/58, 62/63, 65/63, etc. "No 
one can grade that close .... so, in es- 
sence, ANACS has created a numerical 
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monster that was supposed to replace 
the so-called adjective monster." The 
dealers feel a confhct has arisen over 
buyers giving priority to ANACS' 
opinion of a coin's grade over a dealer's 
opinion. "When a collector-investor 
gets a coin back from ANACS that 
doesn't grade exactly the way he pur- 
chased it, even thou^ the coin is worth 
what he paid for it, regardless of how it 
is graded, it creates ill feelings." To 
eliminate this conflict PNG doesn't 
want the ANA Grading Service done 
away with, but it does want it modified 
by limiting grades assigned to the well- 
known AG, Good, VF, XF, AU, and Unc. 
and allowing dealers and customers to 
decide among themselves upon inter- 
mediate grading qualifications. 

To provide some clarity as to the 
working of ANA's Grading Service, 
Tom DeLorey offered to summarize 
procedures followed in grading a coin. 
All coins received for grading must first 
be authenticated. Then, after being log- 
ged in, they are separately reviewed by 
authenticators Ingrid Smith and Pedro 
Collazo, each of whom also assigns the 
coin a preliminary grade. Without refer- 
ring to the findings of his co-workers, 
Tom judges the coin's authenticity and 
grade on his own and then compares his 
conclusions with the others. Disagree- 
ments in their respective decisions are 
either worked out among themselves, 
or in some instances the coin is sent to 
an outside consultant. A microscope is 
normally used in grading only if whiz- 
zing is suspected. Contrary to PNG's 
contention, Tom refuted the use by 
ANACS of all intermediate grades. In 
the Uncirculated range he has used 
MS-60, 63, 65, 67, 70 and on rare occa- 
sions MS-69. 

Bringing a different perspective to 
PNG's claims was Kenneth L. Hallen- 
beck, who cited that approximately 
75% of the grades given by ANACS 
have matched those assigned by the 
dealer involved. Sometimes the 
ANACS grade has been slightly higher 
and sometimes slightly lower, but only 
a small percentage of the grades deter- 
mined by ANACS have significantly 


differed from the dealer's grades. 

Authenticator Pedro Collazo also 
spoke in support of the dedication and 
concern that ANACS personnel have 
for their service. If collectors trust the 
opinion of the ANA Grading Service, 
Pedro felt it is because ANACS has 
earned this trust. 

But no one on the roundtable wanted 
the ANACS staff to feel that they had 
anything but the highest regard for their 
efforts. It was the system being used 
that was under question, and as Dave 
Bowers implied, it was not unexpected 
that the hobby would now need to ad- 
just to problems which have arisen 
since the ANA Grading Book was re- 
leased. 

Ken Bressett, who along with Abe 
Kosoff, edited the ANA Grading Stan- 
dard for United States Coins, reminded 
those present that the Grading Book 
states that numbers do not have to be 
used. Numbers were developed as an 
additional reference because of the 
abuse of adjectives in the past. Those 
who think that 10 grades of uncircu- 
lated coins are bad should remember 
that 1 5 years ago surveys found up to 40 
grades of uncirculated being referred to 
by dealers. (A comprehensive review of 
grading systems used prior to the ANA 
Grading Book was published in The 
Numismatist, December 1976, entitled 
"Trends in Grading" by Richard Bagg 
and James J. Jelinski.) 

ANA president George Hatie made 
further reference to the system outlined 
by the ANA Grading Book in his presi- 
dent's message this issue which he read 
to the roundtable participants. He reit- 
erated that there are criteria established 
for thirteen grades: three grades of mint 
state coins — perfect uncirculated 
(MS-70), choice uncirculated (MS-65), 
and typical uncirculated (MS-60); two 
grades, choice and typical, for almost 
uncirculated (AU-55 and AU-50), extra 
fine (EF-45 and EF-40), and very fine 
(VF-30 and VF-20); and single grade de- 
signations for fine, very good, good, and 
almost good (F- 12, VG-8, G-4 and AG-3). 
George stated emphatically his opposi- 
tion to the use of intermediate numbers 
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or grades, such as MS-69, ''inasmuch as 
no intermediate number's condition is 
described in the ANA grading stan- 
dards." He noted, however, that the 
Grading Book in its introduction only 
discourages intermediate grades in the 
lower conditions and considers inter- 
mediate grades among mint state coins 
''permissible." 

As a possible solution to the problems 
being addressed, Ken Bressett suggested 
that the ANA Grading Service adhere to 
the ANA Grading Book Standards and 
the adjectival descriptions, with the 
numbers used only as abbreviations, 
perhaps in advertising. For example a 
coin graded typical uncirculated 
(MS-60) should be understood to cover a 
range from MS-60 to MS-64. However, 
the need for additional benchmarks in 
grading uncirculated coins might call 
for two additional designations in that 
range, gem uncirculated (MS-63) and 
superb uncirculated (MS-67), to be con- 
sidered. Further variance would be a 
purely subjective matter. 

Bob Medlar pointed out that the idea 
of an ANACS determination as a 
benchmark would be legitimate if every 
coin in the marketplace passed through 
the ANACS Grading Service. As it is, 
we are always going to have differences 
of opinion in a coin's grade. Bob agreed 
that ANACS should relax its standards 
and give coins a range such as MS- 
60 — MS-64. This would also take some 
of the pressure off ANACS to be abso- 
lutely infallible and precise in their 
judgement. 

Dr. A.K. Berry, an active collector in 
the audience, offered his opinion that 
the majority of collectors want to return 
to the old system of grading, but they 
would readily go along with whatever 
system the hobby's leaders would agree 
on. Wilson Walters of RCDA proposed 
that the ANA, PNG and RCDA decide 
upon a single grading system, and in 
RCDA's opinion that system should be 
Brown and Dunn. According to Walters, 
of the over 700 disputes arbitrated by 
RCDA, 68% have been over inter- 
mediate grades. 

It is evident from all the discussion on 


the subject of the ANA grading system 
that the use of the numerical abbrevia- 
tions, particularly in intermediate 
grades, is a subject of much dispute. 
Dealers also feel that the ANACS dis- 
claimer that their assigned grade is 
merely one opinion is not sufficient de- 
terrent to buyers who uphold that grade 
as gospel truth. In response to these 
concerns, ANA president George Hatie 
assured rountable participants that the 
grading system and their suggestions 
would be a primary agenda item at the 
ANA board meeting in Cincirmati. 

ANACS 

Another concern regarding ANACS 
has risen from the tremendous increase 
in the volume of coins they are authen- 
ticating each month, an increase which 
on the books reflects a surplus in in- 
come. Margo Russell questioned why, if 
ANA is educational, they charge such 
exorbitant ANACS fees which are the 
subject of complaint from the collecting 
public. ANA staff members Ed 
Rochette, Ruthann Brettell, and trea- 
surer Bill Henderson pointed out exam- 
ples of how the budget does not 
genuinely reflect all of ANACS's in- 
curred costs nor the cost of the sophisti- 
cated equipment and increased 
facilities added to ANACS since the end 
of the fiscal year. If it would ever be 
concluded that ANACS does make an 
unreasonable profit, the fee structure 
would be reevaluated. Dave Bowers 
noted that there are many services pro- 
vided by the ANA which do not make a 
profit, and that ANACS fees are quite 
reasonable when compared to similar 
professional services. 

Later in the day Bob Medlar brought 
up the subject of the Professional 
Numismatists Guild's continuing sup- 
port in favor of an ANACS produced 
book on counterfeiting, an unbound 
book which could be added to, using 
high gloss photographic prints. As Bob 
emphasized, the need for such a book by 
dealers is real and immediate, and the 
PNG or even Bob himself is ready to 
finance the project. 

Such a book was, as Ed Fleischmann 
pointed out, already started several 
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years ago, but it had to be tabled because 
it conflicted with the basic ANACS ser- 
vice of authentication. Only recently 
with the increased facilities and staff 
could this project be resurrected. Luis 
Vigdor expressed his enthusiasm that 
the book be expensive enough to sup- 
port such an effort and that subscrip- 
tions be limited to dealers only. 

Government Relations 

After some agreement about the lack 
of support from this government ad- 
ministration for the numismatic collec- 
tor, Margo Russell noted that as hobby 
leaders, the roundtable should at least 
show its backing of the efforts of Con- 
gressman Henry Reuss (D. Wise.) for a 
United States gold coin. Margo had re- 
ceived information which implied that 
a consensus from Roundtable III could 
rekindle Reuss' efforts toward this goal. 
Following some discussion and with 
only one exception, members of the 
roundtable voted in favor of a resolution 
supporting a United States gold coin. 

Another current issue of concern to 
dealers is the frequent assertion by a 
state that coin and stamp dealers buy 
and sell second hand goods, an assertion 
legally contested and won by Jack King 
in 1963 in his long fought case against 
the District of Columbia. ANA's assis- 
tant to the executive vice president 
Ruthann Brettell noted that she has re- 
ceived several inquiries from dealers 
facing such an evaluation who were 
seeking aid in stating their case. As 
ANA's educational purpose limits our 
aid to the dissemination of information, 
we were seeking whatever information 
roundtable members might provide 
which could help these dealers. Several 
successful cases were related, and it was 
decided that Ruthann's office coud pro- 
vide a clearinghouse for sharing infor- 
mation on this legal battle. 

Bob Medlar brought up a current gov- 
ernment maneuver which is threaten- 
ing the survival of Texas coin dealers 
and is the moving force behind the re- 
cent formation of the Texas Coin As- 
sociation. It seems that due in part to 
the publicity created by the Hunt 
brothers, state sales tax personnel are 


systematically auditing every coin 
dealer in the state. Starting in Amarillo, 
they have requested dealers to provide 
exacting records for the past five years, a 
requirement no dealer can meet. One 
dealer has already received a statement 
of taxes due amounting to $135,000. 
The Texas Coin Dealers Association 
plans to battle this threat to their liveli- 
hood and hopes that other dealers from 
other states realize the potential threat 
to them if the Texas government effort 
is successful. 

ANA Public Relations 

Always concerned with the ANA pre- 
senting a positive image befitting its 
services, Margo Russell made a plea for 
a more elaborate ANA public relations 
program. As a full-time communicator 
herself, Margo can forsee the unlimited, 
untapped market of potential interest in 
ANA, and she mentioned specifically 
the high school market of 60,000 stu- 
dents who could be reached via a 
teaching packet distributed through the 
Educators' Progress Service. Margo also 
expressed her concern as a numismatic 
editor that the ANA board of governors 
avoid discussing nonsensitive matters 
of interest to the ANA membership 
within closed sessions reserved for sen- 
sitive matters. Board members present 
reassured Margo that while there may 
be inadvertent lapses in this policy, it 
remains their intent and will be more 
carefully followed. 

When all items scheduled on the 
agenda of Roundtable III had been dis- 
cussed, executive vice president Ed 
Rochette moved that the meeting he 
adjourned and that participants meet at 
ANA headquarters for a tour of the 
building and a look at the new ANACS 
Scanning Electron Microscope. While 
all disagreements brought to the meet- 
ing had not been resolved, they had been 
vented and placed in better perspective, 
resulting in reasonable suggestions for 
future actions or change. No one ques- 
tioned the value of Roundtable Ill's 
positive interchange; in fact, there 
seemed to be unanimous agreement 
with Margo's statement, "Next time 
let's not wait so long for another one."

■ Try this one from a U.S. News 
World Report interview with Moon 
Landrieu, Secretary of HUD: 'Ton will 
still probably find some thinning out 
taking place in cities." If you want to 
use a qualifying word such as "proba- 
bly/' "maybe," or "possibly" in a short 
sentence or phrase, try making it the 
opening word. 

And this from a midwest coin club's 
recent newsletter, in which members 
were informed that at the next meeting 
"we will have a speaker (but) the person 
hasn't been finalized yet." I don't like 
the word "finalize" but, regardless of 
that, please tell me how you finalize a 
person! 

■ Preachers usually end up exhorting 
mostly those who already believe 
what's being preached, so their efforts 
are not highly effective. I've sermonized 
before on the evils of plagiarism — 
which is simply specialized theft — but 
agree that most cases are not of great 
import. However, it can be addictive 
and become serious, as illustrated by a 
recent AP news article about a young 
Middle Eastern, possibly Jordanian, 
student who stole material from three 
scientific soiirces and got it accepted as 
his own and published in journals in 
several countries. "This incident," an 
authority stated, "is likely to initiate a 
general shakeup in the way not a few 
journals review and accept manu- 
scripts. " The young student, it seems to 
me, badly impaired his credibility in ex- 
change for relatively minor and fleeting 
gains. 

■ There's a fairly recently enacted law 
concerning truth in advertising but, like 
some other laws and regulations, its 
strict enforcement is practically impos- 
sible. Have you read the Columbia 
Mint's advertisement for its miniature 
krugerrand that, prior to July 31, was 
priced at $23 postpaid? It is a 22-karat 


"exact miniature" of the South African 
krugerrand, the weight and fineness of 
which is stated on it as "fyngoud 1 oz 
fine gold." The serious omission of the 
advt. is the weight of the miniature or 
the amount of fine gold it contains. 
Eight times in the full-page advt. the 
piece was ballyhooed as being of 22- 
karat gold but the "truth" is that the 
prospective customer is not told how 
much (or how little) gold he will get for 
his $23. Appreciably less than one 
gram — around a half gram, more likely. 

■ It's been said that the oldest thing 
known to man is yesterday's news- 
paper. However, this does not necessar- 
ily apply to nonnews publications and 
should not discourage one from reading 
yesterday's and yesteryear's magazines 
and books. Consider the wisdom of the 
following quotation from "Those Suc- 
cessful Japanese" in the March 1974 
issue of National Geographic. 

"The Japanese don't work harder than we 
do, but they work together — and that's 
enough to beat us all." That considered 
statement came from Father Robert J. 
Ballon, an economist and Belgian Jesuit 
who heads the Sophia University Socio- 
Economic Institute in Tokyo. "If the 
Japanese were individuals," Professor 
Ballon said, "this place would blow apart 
right now. Here, the group — the 'we' — is 
all-important. Even the language reflects 
this attitude." In conversational 
Japanese, for example, the pronoun / is 
rarely used. 

The foregoing may not constitute a 
miracle-making formula but applica- 
tion of it would markedly improve the 
performance in many an organiza- 
tion — industrial, social, political, et al. 

■ Here's a "coin" that would be useful 
now and then! A friend showed me a 
wooden nickel from his collection that 
bore this terse message: "No Tip Coin/ 
This coin matches the value of your ser- 
vice/Give Nothing— Get Nothing." 
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ROMAN COIN PROJECT

Originated and administered by David R. Cervin, the Roman Coin Project is a program 
specially designed for junior members of the ANA to earn Roman and Byzantine coins for 
their activities in numismatics. Up to eight coins can be earned, four Roman coins in the 
initial program, and four Byzantine coins in the advanced section. 

In the initial program, the first three coins can be earned from numismatic participation in 

three of six categories: educational presentations, exhibiting, writing, club office, show committee chair- 
manship, or receiving a badge in numismatics from your youth group. The fourth coin must be earned by 
completing the ANA’s Young Numismatists Correspondence Course. In the advanced program, coin 
number five is earned by signing up a new ANA member, coin number six by signing up two additional 
members, coin number seven for the publication of at least 500 words in a major numismatic publication, 
and coin number eight for planning and executing an exhibit of the coins earned thus far in the program.

The British Museum has roughly two million coins in its holdings, a figure 
difficult to fathom. In comparison, the American Numismatic Society, which 
houses the largest coin collection in the U.S., claims around 700,000 specimens, 
approximately one-third the size of the British collection. The Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, with perhaps 200,000 or so coins, is most likely the next largest collection in 
this country, and there are probably few other public collections exceeding 100,0(W 
coins. So in all likelihood the British Museum has more coins than all the public 
collections in the U.S. combined. 


That's not to belittle the American 
Numismatic Society, however. It still 
ranks among the top five or six in the 
world, and is the largest collection 
housed in a building completely de- 
voted to numismatics. For this reason 
alone no numismatist should miss vis- 
iting the fine facilities of the ANS. 

Is the British Museum collection the 
largest in the world? Probably. But don't 
rule out the Hermitage in Leningrad. 
They reputedly have close to one mil- 
lion Roman coins alone. However, let- 
ters on the subject of size of their collec- 
tion remain unanswered. 

But what does all this have to do with 
the Roman Coin Project? Plenty. For 
one thing it is interesting to know 
something about the sizes of some of 
the world's great coin collections. This 
is just a small part of the knowledge that 
a well-rounded numismatist will ac- 
quire. But there is a better reason. 

At the turn of the nineteenth century 
a true numismatist hardly considered 
himself worthy of theappellation unless 
he had a respectable collection of Greek 
and Roman coins. Coins less than one 


hundred years old rarely achieved a high 
collector status. American coins, at 
least by European standards, were 
barely even collectable. Thus, numis- 
matic books up to the start of the twen- 
tieth century were pretty well confined 
to treatises on ancient coins, generally 
Greek and Roman. 

One of the prolific writers of this 
period was Barclay V. Head, and natur- 
ally his works were pretty well confined 
to the coins of ancient Greece and 
Rome. Even the coinage of the great 
Byzantine Empire, lasting from AD 500 
to 1453, was not considered worthy of 
• any concentrated study by him. Because 
of his many studies and intense writing. 
Head rose to the top position of numis- 
matics at the British Museum. (We call 
this position "curator of numismatics"; 
the British call it "keeper of coins.") 

Perhaps realizing that many people 
would not read his very learned dis- 
course on ancient Greek and Roman 
coins. Head prepared a concise booklet 
containing key parts of his books, titled 
"Handbook of Greek and Roman 
Coins." Which brings us to the Roman 
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Coin Project and Alex Malloy. Malloy is 
a coin dealer from South Salem, N.Y., 
specializing in ancient coins. As such he 
understandably has an interest in the 
Roman Coin Project. So, several years 
ago Mr. Malloy gave the RCP sixty 
copies of Head's Handbook, for distribu- 
tion to juniors after earning their first 
four coins. Recently the supply of these 
books was exhausted, and Malloy 
promptly donated fifty more Hand- 
books. Needless to say, Alex Malloy is 


regarded as a true benefactor. 

So, you juniors not already par- 
ticipating in the RCP, observe that you 
can not only earn four Roman, four 
Byzantine, and one Greek coin, but you 
receive as a bonus Head's "Handbook of 
Greek and Roman Coins." Addition- 
ally, upon completion of the program, 
you will receive a booklet on early Anno 
Domini dated coins. Interested? Read 
the masthead above and get started on 
your own collection of ancient coins.

CAMPANIAN COINAGES, 475-380 B.C., 
by N.K. Rutter. 1979. 196p. Plates. Hard 
cover. Columbia University Press, 562 W. 
113th St, NY 10025. $55. 

This book exemplifies the im- 
portance of numismatics in historical 
study. Cumae was a Greek city in Italy 
near Naples and since literary sources of 
information are minimal, the study of 
the coinage in this area is of great value 
to historians. The author discusses 
the coinage, establishing a die 
sequence for each of the mints, and 
then catalogues each piece including 
clear pictures and a select bibliography.

THE ILLUSTRATED HISTORY OF 
FLORIDA PAPER MONEY, by Daniel G. 
Cassidy. 1980. 248p. Illus. Hard cover. 
Daniel G. Cassidy, P.O. Box 2668, Jackson-

This book is an outstanding example 
of where numismatics can lead the col- 
lector in terms of historical research on 
his collection. Covering Florida paper 
from colonial times through national 
currency, this volume also contains a 
vast amount of historical background 
on the issuing banks and the individuals 
involved. Of the 72 listings for towns, 
all but one include an illustration of at 
least one note from that location. Val- 


ues are given. Profuse illustrations of 
the banks and people as well as the 
notes heighten the value of this book to 
historians as well as numismatists.

THE CHARLTON STANDARD CATA- 
LOGUE OF CANADIAN PAPER MONEY. 
First edition. 1980. 82 Ip. Illus. Paper cover. 
The Charlton Press, 299 Queen St. W., To- 
ronto M5V 1Z9, Canada. $24.50. 

When first published, the Charlton 
Standard Catalogue included Canadian 
coins, tokens and paper money. These 
subjects have now been divided into 
separate volumes and, although several 
editions of the coin catalo^e have ap- 
peared, this is the first edition of the 
volume devoted solely to paper money 
of Canada. The amount of material cov- 
ered and the information included is ex- 
tensive. Most notes are illustrated and 
information given includes description, 
color, imprint, signatures and prices for 
six grades. A short paragraph on each 
issuing bank adds to the historical 
interest. Merchants, notes and scrip are 
also included. The last edition of the 
Standard Catalogue, which included all 
aspects of Canadian numismatics, was 
published in 1978 and contained 340 
pages.

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HUNGARY — 1980 Winter Olympics Forints Struck 



Kisztina Regoczy and Andras Sallay of Hungary skated their way to the silver 
medal at the XIII Winter Olympic Games at Lake Placid, New York, in February and 
now have been cast in immortality on the obverse of a silver legal tender proof coin 
from Hungary commemorating the 1980 Winter Olympic Games at Lake Placid. 
These Hungarian coins are the third in an international Olympic series of rare world 
legal tender coins honoring the Olympic Games at Lake Placid. Poland and the 
People's Republic of China also issued Winter Olympic commemorative coins. 

It has been a long-standing Hungarian tradition to strike exceptionally large coins 
for issues of special importance. Some of the most magnificently scaled and superbly 
detailed double talers of centuries past were Hungarian in origin. That tradition is 
continued with the largest Olympic coin in history, the Hungarian 500 forint 
commemorative, measuring 46mm in diameter with a precious metal content of 39 
grams of .640 fine silver. The 200 forint, measuring 36mm in diameter and contain- 
ing 16 grams of .640 fine silver, is the next largest silver crown yet offered in this 
international 1980 Winter Olympic series. 

Only 12,500 of the 500 forints and 15,000 of the 200 forints will ever be issued. 
They are being struck only in silver and only as exquisite proofs with no high-mint- 
age circulating coins to follow. Hungary's first piefort proof coins are also a part of the 
commemorative issue. Double-struck on double-thick coin blanks, these piefort 
proofs are issued in the tradition made famous by Monnaie de Paris (The Paris Mint). 
Only 1,500 of the 500 forint piefort and only 3,000 of the 200 forint piefort can ever be 
struck. 

Interest in the Olympic series honoring the 1980 Winter Olympic Games has been 
very high, with the Polish low-mintage legal tender Olympic coins nearly sold out 
world- wide (the majority to American collectors) and the legal tender Olympic coin 
series from the People's Republic of China witnessing a strong ground-swell of 
support from numismatists across the country.

CHINA — Legal Tender Coinage Honors 1980 Olympics 

Mainland China, for the first time since its establishment as a Communist state in 
1 950, has released legal tender coinage, honoring this year's Winter Olympics at Lake 
Placid, N.Y. International Coins and Currency of Montpelier, Vermont, has 
negotiated the contract as the official worldwide distributor for the coins. 

The issuance will consist of 20,000 250-yuan pieces portraying alpine downhill 
skiing, 33mm in diameter, weighing eight grams apiece and struck in .916 fine gold. 
The second coin in the group is a 30-yuan struck in .800 fine silver, also 33mm in 
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diameter but weighing 15 grams each and depicting speed skating. There will be 
20,000 of this coin issued also. Four designs of the copper-zinc one-yuan will also be 
issued featuring the biathlon and figure skating events. These coins are 33 mm in 
diameter but weigh 12 grams each. 

In honor of the Summer Olympics being held in Moscow, a second series of coins is 
projected to be struck with designs of the archery, wrestling, soccer and equestrian 
events. The same denominations are scheduled to be released. Since participation in 
the Moscow games by China is unlikely due to the Russian invasion of 
Afghanistan, ICC is describing the release of the coins as ''Chinese Olympic Com- 
mittee" issues.

NETHERLANDS — Coins Struck with Double Portrait of Queens Juliana 
and Beatrix 

To mark the occasion of the abdication of H.M. Queen Juliana of the Netherlands 
and the investiture of her daughter, H.M. Queen Beatrix, the Dutch State Mint 
struck a special coin issue of 30 million guilder pieces (Florin 1.00) and 30 million 
"rijksdaalders" (Florin 2.50) with a double portrait of the two monarchs. This first 
portrait in the history of Dutch mintage was designed by Katinka Bruyn, a sculptress 
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who also designed the silver 10-guilder piece issued on the occasion of Queen 
Juliana's Silver Jubilee in 1973. 

On the obverse of boths coins is a double portrait with the date 30 April 1980 
above; underneath are the words BEATRIX QUEEN OF THE NETHERLANDS. On 
the reverse is the Coat of Arms of the Kingdom above the inscription THE NETHER- 
LANDS, the denomination, the year 1980, the mint mark of the State Mint at 
Utrecht and the mark of the mint master. The edge is inscribed with the words GOD 
BE WITH US. 

The guilder is 25 mm in diameter and weighs 6 grams; the "rijksdaalder" is 29 mm 
in diameter and weighs 10 grams. Both coins are manufactured from pure nickel and 
both went into circulation this month. 


UNITED STATES — Brass Colored Alloy Tested for SBA Dollar 

The Bureau of the Mint continues to seek a means by which the Susan B. Anthony 
dollar coin will become a popular medium in our daily economic transactions. 

In a poll taken late last year, the Bureau sampled a nationally representative group 
of 1,528 people regarding their awareness of the coin and their satisfaction or 
dissatisfaction with it. The sample was also shown a simulated brass-colored exam- 
ple of the dollar and asked their opinion. Of the group shown the specimen, forty-five 
percent reported more satisfaction with the differently colored coin as opposed to the 
eighteen percent who responded favorably to the present SBA dollar in circulation. 
The poll also indicated, however, that people who had actually used the coin were 
more satisfied than those who had not. 

If the differently colored Susan B. Anthony dollar were congressionally approved, 
the metal content for it would be 95% copper, 3% aluminum and 2% silicon alloy, 
bonded to copper. Slugs of this mixture are presently being tested by various man- 
ufacturers of coin discriminating and handling equipment. Texas Instruments is 
testing the coin for wear corrosion. 

Stella B. Hackel, Director of the Mint, states very emphatically that the dollar coin 
in much more economical to produce and handle than paper $1 notes. Regarding 
criticism of its possible confusion with the quarter, Mrs. Hackel feels it should be no 
more difficult to distinguish this difference than it is to differentiate between a $1 
bill and a $10 bill. 

Some U.S. Postal Service Treasury Department offices are gearing change-making 
machines to the SBA dollar. This has caused an increase in flow of the dollar from 
Federal Reserve banks. Mint officials are encouraged to use the coin also and many 
transit companies are adapting equipment to handle the coin. 

"To look at the positive side," stated the Mint Director, "these results could mean 
that the more people use it — whether or not we can achieve a brass-colored alloy — 
the more they will like it." 
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Numismatics International

Numismatics International has re- 
leased a ten-year index for the organiza- 
tion's monthly publication, the NI 
Bulletin. Nl Bulletin Index 1970-1979 
was compiled by Sidney W. Beaney of 
Toronto, Canada with assistance from 
Dolores H. Davis of Sewell, NJ. The 
44-page index includes three sec- 
tions — topical index, book review 
index, and authors/contributors in- 
dex — and covers the more than 500 
numismatic articles and 250 book re- 
views which have appeared in the NI 
Bulletin over the past ten years. These 
articles were contributed by approxi- 
mately 250 authors, most of whom are 
NI members. 

The index, an invaluable asset for 
numismatic research, was distributed 
to all NI members during May. A lim- 
ited quantity of extra copies are availa- 
ble from NI for $2 each, postpaid. In 
addition, copies of back issues of the NI 
Bulletin and copies of articles in issues 
for which the organization no longer has 
any back copies available can be ordered 
from NI.

SPMC Publishes Book

The Society of Paper Money Collec- 
tors has announced the publication of 
an important new reference book — Ter- 
ritorials: A Guide to Territorial Na- 
tional Bank Notes, by Peter W. Hun- 
toon. The 169-page, softcover book is 
the culmination of over a decade of re- 



search on this rare subject. As Huntoon 
points out, of the over five million ter- 
ritorials originally in circulation, only 1 
in 10,000 survived to grace collections 
today. 

The heart of Huntoon's book is a 
complete listing of serials for every ter- 
ritorial type and denomination issued to 
each of the 607 territorial banks. The 
listing is arranged by series, type, and 
sheet combination. Such statistics as 
total issue by territory and relative rar- 
ity of surviving pieces are included.

Many of the 
540 lots brought bids in excess of the 
estimated values, the following being a 
few of the highlights. 

An exceptionally fine copy of The 
American Bond Detector, 1869, origi- 
nal crimson cloth covers, $3,200. A 
pocket size first edition of Heath's In- 
fallible Counterfeit Detector at Sight, 
described as a magnificent copy, 
brought $650 that, according to Kolbe, 
"must be the highest price ever paid for 
a Heath, even for a banking counting 
house edition." George Peyton's How 
to Detect Counterfeit Bank Notes, 
1856, described as an exceptional copy 
of the first edition, $400. 

The Beschrijving Van Nederlandsche 
Historie-Penningen, ten parts complete 
in two volumes, a very fine set, by 
Gerard van Loon, sold in a New York 
auction last year for $1,600, brought 
$2,900. Bums, The Coinage of Scotland, 
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three ''fine sound" volumes, 1887, went 
for $400 after selling for $270 last year.

There is no pressure. A buyer obtaining a coin in a neighborhood store or at a coin 
show, may feel the pressure of the sale at that instant (in front of the watchful stare of the 
coin's owner). When ordering coins by mail, a buyer can sit down at his leisure and 
closely inspect his purchase to his own satisfaction without huny. If the mail order 
buyer is dissatisfied with his purchase, he may return it for exchange, replacement, or a 
re^nd. But what can the buyer do who bought the coin in the rush of the situation and 
upon closer inspection finds out it isn't at all what he wanted?

He has two options: 

1) Admits he was a sucker and takes his loss, too embarassed by his mistake to take it 
back, or . . .

'The Early Dollar series was not quite 
as short-lived as you've indicated. 
Records from the U.S. Mint state that 
the last Early Dollars (approximately 
19.500) were minted in 1804. 

Curiously, however, no Early Dollars dated 
1804 are known (aside from the famous 
restrikes— 15 coins which are believed to have 
been specially produced for collectors 
between 1834 and 1860). This is probably 
because, in the early 1800's, it was Mint policy 
to use dies for as long as they lasted. 

Numismatic historians believe, therefore, that the Early Dollars minted 
in 1804 were produced using 1803 dies. This would mean that the 
lifespan of the Early Dollar series was 11 years rather than 10.
